The Spanish Government in the Island of 


Cuba, like the home government in Madrid, 
maintains a vigorous and even despotic 
éupervision of the press. 

Every newspaper published in Havana 
and in other cities of Cuba is compelled, 
under pain of suppression, to submit both 


its news and its editorial utterances to gov- 
ernment censors before publication. 

There are usually two censors in Havana 
stationed at the Governor-General’s office. 
To one—the Military Censor—must be sub- 
mitted all ordinary 
especially such as deal with the war and 
the conduct of the army. To the other—the 
Political Censor—all subjects relating to the 
political affairs of the island and the rela- 
tions of the local government with the home 
and foreign governments. A censor having 
once blue-penciled any dispatch or editorial 
utterance, the publication of the words sup- 
pressed leads to the arrest of the offending 
publisher, to the suppression of the offend- 
ing sheet, and in cases the deportation with- 
out trial of an offender to a penal colony or 
the prison hulks of Fernando Po.

Wind, Snow, Sleet, Rain All 
Over the Country. 


FROM ATLANTIC TO PACIFIC. 


WIRES DOWN IN THE EAST AND 
TRAFFIC IMPEDED IN 
THE WEST. 


STIFF GALE IN ST. LOUIS. 


Fall of the Beautiful Expected Here— 
In the Western Part of the State 
It Is Ten Inches Deep 
on the Level. 


Storms of all kinds swept the country yes- 
terday and last night, doing considerable 
damage, but more especially laying waste 
the vast telegraph service. 
West and North the snow fell heavily and 
banked itself in deep drifts, from Kansas 
City to Salt Lake, from Springfield to Chi- 
cago, and from Keokuk through the North- 
west. 

Directly east from St. Louls to Indian- 
apolis, Cincinnati, Pittsburg and Washing- 
ton there were torrents of rain, with thun- 
derstorms in portions of the South. 

The weather in this city was beastly be- 
yond description. The continuous down- 
pour of water which had characterized the 
day became a fine sleet after nightfall, and 
by 9 o'clock had ceased altogether. At 
midnight high winds prevailed with a pre- 
diction of snow before morning. | 

In the offices of the big Sunday newspa- 
pers there was much uneasiness lest the 
condition of the telegraph wires might in- 
terrupt the inflow of news, but luck and 
enterprise were on their side. 

Night Chief Crane of the Western Union 
said at midnight: 

‘We are doing fairly well. The sleet and 
rain storms have hurt us somewhat be- 
tween Galesburg and Chicago, leaving us 
only one wire out of 17. Toward the East 
we have one wire out of 37 into New York 
City, with limited connection at Washing- 
ton. The snow storms West wave not 
troubled us at all, as our wires straight 
into San Francisco are working at top 
speed. The snow was wet and rapidly fell 
off, but the sleet and freezing rain stuck 
fast and did the damage North and East.” 
Night Chief Wheeler of the Postal Tele- 
graph Co. said: 

“The wind and rain East have damaged 
our wires between St. Louis and Indianap- 
olis, and also into Chicago. We have had 
little trouble with our Western wires.” 

It is believed by many that the remark- 
able disturbances of yesterday and last 
night were occasioned by the approaching 
eclipse of the sun, which takes 
place to-morrow, and will be 
total over Asia, Africa and parts 
of Europe. Total solar eclipses are ex- 
seedingly rare and many astronomers are 
now in India from the principal cities of 
the world to view a scene that has been de- 
scribed as the most awe-inspiring im nature, 
No damage had been reported in this city 
from the rain and ‘high winds up to mid- 
night. 

A strong wind was a feature to the storm 
in St. Louis. A large smoke-stack in the 
rear of the Laclede laundry, 3009 Pine street, 
was blown down last night. A network 
of wire was carried down by the falling 
stack, but nobody was injured. The stack 
fell into an alley and did not touch any 
of the surrounding buildings. 

Night rounders in the east end of town 
were kept busy dodging falling signs and 
boards for an hour or more after midnight. 
So far as known no accidents occurfed. 

At 1 o’clock this morning flakes of snow 
filled the air and melted immediately on 
the wet ground. The temperature was fall- 
ing and indications denoted a heavy snow.

The reading which I did preparatory to my visit to Mexico 
revealed to me how little I had known of the history of that 
country, past and current. In this connection I acknowle¢ge 
my indebtedness to Senor Romero, the Mexicun Minister at 
Washington, for advance proofs of his book, just issuing from 
the press, descriptive of Mexico at the present time. Senor 
Romero, besides being a student of great industry and re.- 
search, is thoroughly familiar with our language and his book 


| will be of great value to both republics in that it gives to 


the people of the United States full and authentic informa- 
tion with regard to our neighbor on the South. The readers 
of the Post-Dispatch may be interested in a brief reference 


to some of the faets which came under my observation dur- 


ing a three weeks’ stay in the land of the Aztecs. 


I found: 
First—That Mexico is a delightful place to visit. Travel 


on the main lines is as safe, as comfortable and as cheap as 
in the United States. The City of Mexico is within four days’ 


The 
Mexican National leaves the Rio Grande at Laredo, the In- 
ternational at Eagle Pass and the Mexican Central at El 
Paso. 

The weather is dry and pleasant during the winter months 
and the temperature high enough to be inviting to those who 
find the cold of the North too rigorous. The descent from the 
City of Mexico to Vera Cruz can be made between sunrise 
and sunset, and in the course of the day the traveler has an 
opportunity to compare the flora of two zones. As both the 
Mexican and the Interoceanic Railroads connect the capital 
with this seaport, the tourist is enabled to vary the scenery 
without loss of time. The new railroad, which is building 
from the City of Mexico to Acapulco, rises 2500 feet, almost 
within sight of the City of Mexico, and then drops 5000 feet 


'to Cuernavaca, the present terminus. 


The three snow-crowned peaks—Popocatapetl,. Izteccihuatl 
and Orizaba—are magnificent mountains. Popocatapet! and 
Izteccihuati are near the City of Mexico. The first named, 
the largest of the three, presents the best view from Cuerna- 
vaca. All three can be seen from a point on the Interoceaaic 
road, near Pueblo. Cathedrals, built before the landing of 
the Pilgrims; huge public bulldings, differing entirely in archi-

Second—That while our nation has more inhabitants, cov- 
ers more territory and possesses greater wealth, we cannot 
surpass the Mexicans in hospitality or in the courtesy which

MEXICO FRIENDLY TO 
THE UNITED STATES. 


Third—That the Mexican authorities entertain a very friend- 
ly feeling toward the citizens of the United States and hearti- 
ly desire a continuation of the amicable relations now ex- 
isting between the two nations. 

Fourth—That Mexico is as firm as the United States in the 
support of the Monroe doctrine, having realized only thirty 
years ago the dangers attendant upon an attempt to extend 
monarchical institutions upon the Western Hemisphere. 

Fifth—That President Diaz is entirely deserving of the en- 
comiums bestowed upon him by his own people, by resident 
Americans and by visitors. He has a genius for public af- 
fairs, understands the condition and needs of his people and 
has their confidence to a degree seldom enjoyed by an execu- 
tive, either hereditary or elective. While the advantages of 
a stable government are now so generally recognized that his 
death or resignation would not disturb the existing order of 
things, yet his qualifications have been so amply proved and 
his administration so completely successful that his people 
are unanimous in the hope that he may yet enjoy many years 
of official life. Hidalgo, the Warrior Priest, who led the move. 
ment which resulted in independence, is called the Mexican 
Washington; Juarez, who successfully defended his country 
against Maxmilian, was the second great Mexican leader of 
the nineteenth century. President Diaz, himself a brave gen. 
eral, by restoring order, establishing the supremacy of the 
civil law and perfecting the system of public education, has 
earned for himself, and will enjoy in history, a place by the 
side of Hidalgo and Juarez. 

Sixth—That the public men of, Mexico are not tmferior to 
our own in intelligence, education and general information.

possession of certain facts which are quite unknown, I believe, to all except those “5 


particular officers of the French Infantry of the Marine to whom the safe keeping of 
the unfortunate officer has been entrusted by their government. 
“I have twice this winter,” said my informant, “touched at Devil's Island, where 


Dreyfus is being done to death by what seems.to me to be at once the most barbarous 


and the most exquisitely refined methods of*humah torture. It has simply become & 
question whether the prisoner will break down first under the systematic cruelty to 
which he is exposed, or whether: he will be hurried off by breathing the wed 
atmosphere in which he lives. 

“My first visit was made two months ago when we stopped off the 
ing schooner in which I had taken passage from Surinam to Cayenhes. 
when some distance from shore and forbidden to land, but at last gucceeded in ob- 
taining permission to anchor 50 yards off shore under the pretense that we wished to 


sell stores to the soldiers. We lay off the southwest point of the island, and from here Fae 
could see the prison cage and the prisoner, too, who during our visit never seemed to 


take his eyes off ‘us and our boat. From the first sight we caught of him we could 
see him watching our approach with feverish interest, and following our every move- 
ment with painful unrest; painful it was to us also because we brought to the unfote 
tunate man neither good news nor the promise of better treatment for the future, 

“Outside the iron cage in which the prisoner sits two soldiers stand on guard, 
who are changed every two hours. 
any circumstances, and one sergeant was recently degraded for having answered in 
a moment of forgetfulness a simple question as to when the mail could be expected, 
which was put to him by the prisnoner. With this single exception, it is eald, the 
prisoner has not exchanged a word with a human being since he reached the island, 
To me it seems wonderful that under these circumstances he has not lost his reason, 
That he has not, I can personally vouch, for with my fleld glasses I saw his sad, 
intelligent face lined with suffering as clearly as though he had not been more than 
feet from where I was, and at a glance it was clear to me that he was bearing up un- 
der his treatment with the fortitude of a true soldier, and that he still remains in 
the full possession of his faculties. The food that is given him is the same as thag 
furnished to the imprisoned dynamiters and the anarchists. 


MOST DEADLY SLIMATE IN THE WORLD. 


“One of the soldiers told me that the prisoner was growing very fat; that hie 
clothes had to be let out. This increase of weight is due to the effect of the Insidious 
influences of the climate, and my experience on the coast of Guiana, which, I be- 
lieve, possesses the most deadly climate to Europeans in the world, is that a man 
who begins to grow stout there is doomed. His whole muscular and nervous s# 
becomes relaxed, and invariably he dies In a very few months of Intestinal fever oF 
some stomach disorder. I am confident that this will be at an early day the fate of 
Capt. Dreyfus unless his place of imprisonment is changed to less deadly surrousd- 


ings.

Advices from Wahington say that Vice- 
President Hobart is an active promoter of 
the affair. -The committee having it in 
charge is made up of State officers and cor- 
poration men. 

Gov. Griggs will be presented with a sil- 
ver service to cost $2000, and, in addition, 
he will rece!ve a silver loving cup, to cost 
$2500, the money tor which will i. raised 
among the various Republican officehoiders 
and politicians. 

It will be a memorable banquet. Even 
in New York, where elaborate fun2tions 
of the kind are anything but rare, a din- 
ner that costs $100 a plate is so infrequent 
as to attract much attention. 

Gov. Griggs, however, has lone been the 
attorney of rich corporations, and those 
whose protege he is are in a posit'on to 
spend this sum of money without feeling 
it. It is not expected that every guest will 
pay his share toward the affair. There are 
many who will speculate on what could be 
done with this $3000 to be expended upon a 
dinner.

OVER THE DREYFUS SCANDAL. 


——— 


THE SOLDIERS WERE WITH- 
DRAWN UPON THE PROTEST 
OF THE LEGISLATORS. 


lrié SITTING WAS SUSPENDED. 


Excited Groups of Citizens Assembled 
in Front of the Parliament 
Building Expecting Fur- 
ther Disorder. 


PARIS, Jan. 22.—Owing to the free fight 
in the Chamber of Deputies to-day the ses- 
sion was suspended. The trouble in the 
Chamber of Deputies was the outcome of 
discuss.on of the postponed interpellation 
of the Government by the ex-Minister Ca- 
vaignac on the subject of semi-official No-e 
of Jan. 17, in which the Government declined 
to make public the confession made by 
ex-Capt, Alfred Dreyfus to Capt. Le Brun- 
Renaud, the officer who had charge of him 
when he was court-martiaied. 

‘The newspaper men and tne public, pour- 
ing into the lobbies of the house, found them 
occupied by armed troops, that had been 
summoned when the disturbance began in 
the chamber. On learning this, miuny ol 
the Deputies protested and the soidiers were 
withdrawn. ‘Che officers of the house under 
the presidency of M. Brisson ret.red_ to 
consult as to whether it was necessary to 
inform the public prosecutor of the episode 
while, at M. Brisson’s request, the various 
groups of the chamber held caucuses in 
order to consider the advisability of resum- 
ing the sitting. A majority feared a re- 
newal of the disorders and M. Bris-on as- 
sumed the responsibuity of deciding not 
to resume the sitting. The spectators, who 
had in the meanwhile assembled in excited 
groups outside the Chamber of Deputies, 
were caimed by the announcement of che 
decision. 


The excitement first began when Minister 
Cavaignac. repeated the interpellation ol 
the Government on the subject of Dreyfus. 
Hie affirmed the existing report of Capt. Le 
Renaud containing confession of Dreyfus 
whose guilt, he added, was thus established 
and blamed the Government’s silence. 

M. Meline in reply said he could not com- 
municate the contents of Capt. Le Brun- 
Renaud’s report. The Government did not 
think it right to publish it because. the 
Ministers thought once the discu?sion was 
opened it could not be closed. There 
was another cause. The Premier said that 
the present campaign im regard to Dreyfus 
was deplorable. (Applause.) A great writer 
had used his pen to dishonor the army. 
(Applause and violent protests.) At this 
point the President of ihe chamber, M. 
brisson, intervened and adjured the Depu- 
ties to calmness. He then denounced the 
socialist newspapers for attacking the 
Government by which they are preparing 
for a new edition of the debate (one of 
Zola’s novels.) The remark caused a tumult 
among the members of the extreme left. 

M. Cavaignac replied that the moral re- 
sult sought had been attained and that he 
desired to withdraw his Interpellation. This 
caused great excitement in the House and 
M, Jaures, the Socialist leader, reintroduced 
M. C. Vaignaus’ interpellatoin of the Guv- 
ernment. He protested against the attack 
on the Socialists and accused the Conserva- 
tives of helping to adopt reactionary 
methods and gf preparing a way for a de- 
bate. The accusation caused a tumult 
among the members of the chamber. Con- 
tinuirg, M. Jaures characterized as ‘‘lies’’ 
the incomplete charges ‘‘failed in the prose- 
cution of Zola.’ (Applause from the lef). 
M. Dibornis, coneervative, accused M. 
Jaures of being the spokesman of the 
‘‘Dreyfus syndicate,’’ to which M. Jaures 
replied ‘‘You are a scoundrel and a coward.” 

M. Debornis thereupon made ae rush 
towards the tribune, but he was seized by 
several Socialists and a series of fights en- 
sued. during which M. Debornis fought his 
way to the tribune and struck M. Jaures. 

The conservatives and social.sts charged 
the platform and the melee became general, 
with fighting and shouting on all sides. 
Several] persons in the press galleries ex- 
changed blows during the uproar, and the 
people in the public galleries climbed upon 
the seats shouting encourag_ngly or abus- 
ively at the Deputies. 

When the order was given to clear the 
tribune, the reporters were invited to retire, 
but before doing so several of them made a 
demonstration in favor of M. Jaures, shout- 
ing “Bravo!” and “Vive Jaures!”’ 


RIOT THREATENED IN. HAVANA, 


This Time It Is Likely to Be Directed

Seventh—That the English language is being taught more 
and more extensively each year, and is now understood and 
spoken by most of the public men or by members of their 
families. I was informed that a majority of the members 
of the Federal Congress could understand 4 speech delivered 
in our language. The leading hotels and stores have clerks 
who can speak English, so that travel and traffic are made 
easy. 


RAPID ADVANCES IN 
EDUCATIONAL AFFAIRS. 


Fighth—Mexico is making substantial progress in education. 
The public schools are free and attendance is compulsory. 
The President ‘and those associated with him In authority 
are putting forth every possible effort to improve the sys- 
tem of instruction and to bring all the children under the 
influence of the school teacher. As an illustration, in the 
State of Mexico the number of schools has increased more 
than 100 per cent within the last 10 years and the number of 
pupils in attendance shows an equal increase. The girls and 
boys enter schaol upon an equal footing and the ambition 
of the pupil is stimulated by the offer of rewards for merit. 

It was our good fortune to be invited to witness the distri- 
bution of prizes for the schools of the Federal District. 
Nothing impressed me more than the scene here presented. 
President Diaz delivered the awards to several hundred boys 
and girls. The Indian and the Spaniard, the rich and the 
poor, all mingle together in the public schools and vie with 
each other for the prizes. The State not only furnishes in- 
struction in the elementary branches, but provides indus- 
trial schools for boys and girls, normal schools for teachers 
and professional schools for students of law and medicine. 
President Diaz recently quoted a remark made by Von Moltke 
in praise of the German school teacher and also pointed out 
the necessity for educated mothers. He recognizes, as did 
Jefferson, that popular education is vital in a republic and 
largely through his efforts Mexico sees a yearly increase in 
the number of those who are capable of intelligent partici- 
pation in government. 


SILVER IS SATISFACTORY 
TO THE MEXICANS 

Ninth—That the free coinage of silver ia entirely satisfac- 
tory to the people of Mexico. They have had a chance to 
test their system thoroughly and to compare it with the sys- 
tems of the United States, England, France and Germany, 
and I find no disposition, either among the officials or among 
the people, to favor the gold standard. The Federal Govern- 
ment pays about six millions annually on gold obligations, 
and while it is compelled to collect over twelve millions in 
silyer to cover this interest account, it has no difficulty in 
doing so, because of the prosperous condition of the nation’s 
industries. The Government is not only meeting its expenses, 
but has a surplus. In Mexico the producers of wealth have 
not encountered the disastrous fall in prices which has af- 
flicted all the gold standard countries since 1873. While ex- 
change has fluctuated, the fluctuation has only affected for- 
eign trade, and that fluctuation, while of small importance 
when compared with the great advance of maintaining the 
level of prices, will entirely disappear when the parity be- 
tween gold and silver is restored. 

I found quite a number of Mexicans who went so far as 
to express the hope that the United States would continue 
the gold standard, because of the advantage which Mexican 
manufacturers find in a high rate of exchange, but the ma- 
jority of the people with whom I talked desire the restora- 
tion of bimetallism in the United States in order that sta- 
bility in exchange may be added to stability in prices. 


THERE 1S NO DESIRE TO 
ABANDON FREE SILVER, 

The United States has had the gold standard for 23 years 
and the system has proved so unsatisfactory that at the last 
election 6,500,000 voters expressed a desire for independent bi- 
metallism, while 7,000,000 cast their votes for candidates 
pledged to international bimetallism. The gold standard has 
been so disastrous that even a Republican uaministration is 
asking foreign nations to help us to get rid of it. The peo- 
ple of Mexico could adopt the gold standard if they desired 
to do so—and yet no considerable number of them wish to 
abandon silver. 

Tenth—That Mexico is more prosperous to-day than ever 
before. Her industries are increasing in number anda im- 
portance, 


Near Orizaba is a cotton mill of immense proportions. The 
company operates 18,000 looms and 70,000 spindles. The plant 
has earned more than 16 per cent a year on the capital stock 
during the last five years; has been enlarged at the rate of 
more than 10 per cent per annum during that time, and 
the company is preparing to add 500 looms and 12,000 spindles 
this year. At San Luis Potosi I found a cotton factory owned 
by an American. The proprietor told me that he had been 
enlarging his plant and found the business profitable. I went 
through a new cotton factory at Monterey and learned of a 
large mill now under construction at Gaudalajara. There are 
a number of cotton mills also in the neighborhood of Pueblo. 

The manufacture of woolen goods, the manufacture of hats, 
the manufacture of boots and shoes and the brewing of beer 
are all growing industries. The silk industry is in its in- 
fancy, but a Frenchman has planted over three million mul- 
berry trees in the State of Guanajuato within the last few 
years and is much encouraged over the success thus far 
achieved. I visited a silk factory which he had recently 
opened in the suburbs of the City of Mexico. 

The premium on gold has acted as a wall to keep out 
foreign competition and at the same time has given a gsub- 
stantial bounty upon exports. While I was in Mexico the 
gold premium varied from $1.05 to $1.15 and I shall, there- 
fore, take $1.10 as an average, In 1873 the Mexican dollar 
commanded a premium of about 3 cents over our gold dol- 
lar. At that time a.yard of cloth worth $1 in the United 
States or Europe, when imperted by Mexico, would be worth 
about 97 cents in Mexican money, plus transportation and 
tariff. Now, with gold at a premium of $1.10, a yard of cloth 
worth $1 in the United States or Europe is worth $2.10 in 
Mexican money, plus transportation and tariff. Where the 
gold price has fallen one-half, the Mexican price is about the 
same that it was in 1873. 


LARGE IMPORTATIONS 
OF RAW MATERIALS. 


On the other hand, these who export from Mexico have a 
great advantage over competitors living in gold standard 
‘or instance, a coffee raiser in Mexico, because 
of the rise in exchange, has fared much better than the

) One of the gold men of my own 
State has laid aside his political scruples sufficiently to in- 


| vest In a large tract of land near Tampico, upon which he 
_is planting the coffee berry. He is not the only American citi- 
‘zen who is seeking in Mexico the prosperity for which he 
| voted in the United States. 


The cotton mills of Mexico now consume more cotton than 
Mexico produces, but the acreage is increasing. If, as some 
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expect, they find it possible to produce upon Mexican soil 
all the cotton needed by their mills, the Mexicans will be- 
come dangerous competitors of the gold standard countries. 
At present they are handicapped by having to Import so large 
& proportion of their raw material. In reply to the argument 
that is sometimes made, namely, that we can protect our 
manufacturers by still higher duties, I contend that we can 
only do so by increasing the disadvantage under which Ameri- 
can farmers now labor. The lot of our farmer is hard enough: 
when the price of what hé buys falls in the same proportion 
as the price of his own product, but even then his taxes, debts 
and other fixed charges donot fall. If, however, we main- 
tain the price of manufactured. goods by a high tariff, the 
burdens of the farmer will be so increased as to make his 
ultimate bankruptcy certain. 

I might mention in this connection that I find many of our 
protected manufacturers selling their wares in Mexico in 
competition with their European rivals. At one store I find 
lamps and Jamp chimneys, made in Missour!; hammers and 
shovels, made in Philadelphia; cutlery, made in Massachu- 
setts; also Yale locks; Disston saws and hinges, made in 
the United States. California wines and canned fruits and 
Chicago canned meats find a market in (Mexico. At Guana- 
juato is a theater, recently completed, the structural iron of 
which came from the United States. At several places I saw 
electrical apparatus of American construction. In many in- 
stances an additiona] discount is given by American manu- 
facturers upon exported goods. 


WAGES ARE HIGHER NOW 
THAN THEY EVER WERE, 
Eleventh—That the wages are not only higher on an average 
than ever before, but still rising. Progress or retrogression 
can be determined only by comparing the present with the 
past. The condition of the laboring classes in Mexico can 
be improved, but it is a fact that they are in better condi- 
tion than they were in 1873, when the Mexican dollar was 
worth more than our gold dollar, and I believe that their con- 
dition is much better to-day than it would have been if Mex- 
ico had adopted the gold standard when the United States 
did. It is not fair to compare the wages in one country with 
the wages in another country without first making allowance 
for differences in efficiency, differences in climatic conditions, 
differences in habits, etc. 


Even within the boundaries of our own country there are 
differences too great to be ignored. During President Har-

The report states 
that Caucasian labor received for farm work in the United 
States $282 per annum and suggests that the same labor re- 
ceived about $150 in Great Britain and $90 in Germany. 

I refer to this report because it was issued by Republican 
authority and shows that under the operation of the same 
financial system and the same tariff system farm labor re- 
ceived three times as much in one part of the Union as it 
did in another part. When it is remembered that the wages 
paid in each State were ascertained by averages, it will be 
seen that the difference between the best paid labor and the 
poorest paid labor is still greater. The report also shows that 
in the United States Caucasian farm labor receives more than 
three times as much as the same labor receives in Germany, 
although both countries have a gold standard and a protec- 
tive tariff. 

Between 1816 and 1834 England had a gold standard and 
the United States had a double standard, with silver as the 
money in common use, and yet laboring men were better off 
here than in England. Turkey is one of the gold standard 
nations and Japan, until recently, coined silver at a ratio al- 
most identical with ours, and yet the progress of Japan was 
so great that Mr. Cleveland commented upon it in a mes- 
sage during his second term. The gold standard advocate 
who would consider it unfair to compare Japan and Turkey 
does not hesitate to blame silver for the low wages of the | 
peons of Mexico. / 


PLENTY OF AMERICANS 
ARE FLOCKING ‘THERE: 

In al] the leading cities of Mexico can be found people from 
the United States, England, Germany and France—all drawn 
from gold standard countries by the advantages offered in 
Mexico. Few have gone from the United States to Canada, 
where they have the gold standard and speak the English 
language, but in Mexico, where an American citizen is com- 
pelled to learn an entirely new language, there are al- 
ready several American colonies and the number is constantly 
increasing. Some are in business for themselves, some work- 
ing for wages, and they stay there, although they are at lib- 
erty to return whenever they see an opportunity to better 
their condition in the United States. 

Twelfth—Real estate is rising in Mexico. Public and pri- 
vate improvements are in progress. Guadalajara, one of the 
largest cities of the republic and surpassed by none in 
beauty, has recently decidéd to put in a complete system of 
sewerage and waterworks. The work of constructing the 
sewers was let to a. New Jersey contractor last month. Mon- 
terey has recently laid considerable brick pavement and the 
capital has nearly completed a sewerage tunnel through a 
mountain range. Electricity is taking the place of the old- 
time street lantern; the shoe is gradually supplanting the 
sandal and the coat is winning against the serape.

It would be unfair to give Mexico's financial policy credit: 

for all the progress which the country has made in the last; 
25 years.. Her Government and her Government officials have 
contributed much to her development by giving security to 
life, protection to property and stimulus to education, If 
the advocates of the gold standard insist that her financial 
system has been a hindrance and that she has gone forward, 
not because of it, but in spite of it, I reply that my observa. 
tion. as wellas my reason, leads me to believe that the use 
of silver has been of material advantage to Mexico and I 
am more than ever convinced that the best interests of our 
own people demand the immediate restoration of the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver at the present legal ratio 
of 16 to 1, without waiting for the aid or consent of any other 
nation.

WAS BUT ELEVEN YEARS OLD. 


DISCOVERED BY HIS BROTHER 
AND SISTER, WHO CLIMBED 
THROUGH A TRANSOM. 


SON OF THEODORE oe 


Deputy Coroner Lloyd Made a Thor- 
‘ ough Investigation at the Resi- 
dence and Reported the 
Death an Accident. 


Edgar M. Bloch, 11-year-old son of Theo- 
dore Bloch, vice-president of the Jacob 
Furth Grocery Co., was found hanging to a 
bedpost in his room at the Bloch residence, 
4124 Page avenue, yesterday afternoon. The 
distressing accident happened about 3 
o’clock, and it was an hour later when the 


discovery was made by his 14-year-old sis- 


ter, Frances. 
The boy was dead when members of the 


family forced an entrance to the room. A 
leather belt such as is worn by women 
was around his neck. The other end was 
attached to the bedpost. 


The boy had been ill for two days, one 


symptom being a severe sore throat, and 
his mother detained him from school 
Thursday and Friday. 

He had been in the habit of taking an 
afternoon nap. Saturday afternoon he went 
to his room, the front one on the second 
floor, as usual, and locked the door on the 
inside. 

An hour later his brother Walter, who 
shared .the room with him, went to the 
door and found it locked. He called Edgar 
several times. He got no reply. 

He went downstairs and told his mother 
and sister, Frances, that he could not 
arouse Edgar. The two returned with him 
and knocked at the door repeatedly. 

The girl stood on a chair and looked over 
the transom. The next moment she cried 
in terror. She saw her brother's form sus- 
pended from a bedpost by a strap. 

Walter climbed over the transom, un- 
locked the door and admitted his mother 
and sister to the room. 

Mrs. Bloch rushed to her boy’s side. The 
body was still warm. Mrs. Bloch, hoping 
against hope that he was still alive, loos- 
ened the strap with feverish haste and sent 
Walter for medical aid. 

Dr. J. L. Day of 4101 Finney avenue and 
Dr. J. M. Grant of 4132 Easton avenue hast- 
ened to the house. They pronounced the boy 
dead. 

There were no witnesses to the finding of 
the body besides the boy’s mother and his 
brother and sister. No one else knows its 
exact position when discovered. Deputy 
Coroner Lloyd held an inquest at the house 
yesterday evening. Mrs. Bloch’s statement 
to him was the only one she would con- 
sent to make. She said she had kept Ed- 
gar _ home from school Thursday and Fri- 
day because of a slight soreness of his 
throat. While at home he had been cheer- 
ful, she said, and had, as far as she knew, 
no cause to be otherwise. 

She said it was the custom of the boys to 
lock their door when they were occupying 
their room, 

The clearest statement as to the boy's 
position when found was made by hls broth- 
- er Walter, who said that when he entered 
the room his brother was sitting on the floor. 
A leather belt was under Edgar's chin and 
around the bed post. The boy’s head was 
pulled back by the belt. 

His coat was lying on the bed. 
otherwise fully clothed. 

Dr. Lloyd returned a verdict of “‘accident- 
al death due to hanging.’’ He found that 
the boy’s neck was broken. There were no 
signs of strangulation, Dr. Floyd, after 
making his official investigation, safd to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I did not see the body as it was first 
found. I secured sworn statements as to 
its position, and from those statements it 
Was clear to me that the death must have 
been accidental. From the position in 
which my official record shows that the 
body was found and from the fact that 
there was no strangulation, it is impossible 
that the hanging was other than an acci- 
dent. : 

“The must plaus'ble theory advanced is 
that the boy, in playing with the belt, put 
it over his head while sitting on the rail- 
-ing at the foot of his bed. He must have 
giid off the railing. As he fell to the floor 
the belt must have caught on the bed post, 
checking his fall suddenly and breaking his 

neck.”’ 

The police, after a hurried investigation 
before the inquest, reported the hanging as 
a suicide.

NO REDUCTION. 


Postmaster Carlisle’s telegram from Washing- 
ton notifying him not to reduce the letter car- 
riers until he receives specific orders from AS8- 
sistant Postmaster-General Heath is good news. 
It foreshadows a complete defeat of the foolish 
scheme to cut down the delivery service in cities 
on account of a small deficiency. 

Since the Post-Dispatch first called attention to 
the order and denounced it, public sentiment 
against it, here and in other cities, has grown in 
force until it became apparent to the Washington 
authorities that theorderwas a stupendous blun- 
der, which would bring great discredit and criti- 
cism on the Administration. It was made ap- 
parent that it involved a great hardship and in- 
justice to city people. 

But St. Louisans should not stop with the de- 
feat of this order for a reduction of the carrier 
force and of our mail facilities. St. Louis is en- 
titled to more carriers and better facilities. The 
fight against the order brought out the fact that 
St. Louis is discriminated against in the matter 
of mail service. 
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Now it is discovered that there is no money 
for a special charter election to provide money 
for street construction. St. Louis doesn’t seem to 
have money for anything but salaries and junk- 
ets for municipal officers.

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THE KILLING PACE. 


Within a month four young women of high 
social position have committed suicide under 
circumstances which seemed to indicate sym- 
pathetic motives. One was shot under suspicious 
circumstances. 

The suicide of Miss Leila Herbert, the daugh- 
ter of ex-Secretary Herbert, was followed by 
that of an intimate friend, Miss Anna Virginia 
Wells. A few days after, Miss Mary Waite, 
daughter of the ex-Governor of Colorado, took 
poison. Then Lucile Blackburn Lane was shot 
under peculiar circumstances and Harriet Keith 
Owens, a friend of Miss Lane in Kentucky, im- 
mediately after reading of the shooting, put a 
bullet through her brain. 

All of these young women were petted daugh- 
ters of society. They were carefully guarded 
from hardships, The condition of mind and 
body, which would lead them to seek self-de- 
struction, was not caused by the pinoh of pov- 
erty, the strain of work or the worries of wom- 
en who must toil in the household or the shop. 

Aside from the possibility of morbid emotional! 
excitement to which all human beings are lia- 
ble, there was no strain upon them, except the 
strain of social activity and rivalry. Does the 
conjunction of suicidal attempts indicate a ten- 
dency in that direction among the women of so- 
ciety? Has high society struck the pace that 
kills? 


Boss Hanna has split the Republican party in 
Ohio and wiped it out in Louisiana. If a boss 
could be sued for political damages, the Re- 
publican party could throw Hanna into bank- 
ruptcy. 

DANGEROUS GREATNESS. 

Dr. Depew told his fellow New York Republic- 
ans that New York is the political center of the 
United States and intimated that it should and 
would be the controlling influence in national 
politics. 

“More and more,” said the genial Doctor, ‘“‘as 
the years roll by, will Cabinet Ministers, Sena. 
tors and Congressmen gather in New York.” 

Unfortunately, the tendency on the part of the 
Government officials to gather in New York has 
been growing for some time, much to the disad- 
vantage and displeasure of the rest of the coun- 
try. The country is opposed to it. 

Purely commercial and financial interests are 
dominant in New York, and Adam Smith wisely 
observed that these interests could not be trusted 
to control legislation and governmental action. 

New York is a parasite, in the sense that it 
feeds and thrives on the wéalth produced by the 
rest of the country. It Is a sorry day for the 
creature supporting a parasite when the para- 
site becomes its master. 
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Abraham Lincoln, a dead President, can give 
out no offices. How does Mr. Pingree expect 
politicians of to-day to turn to Lincoln? 

LYING STATISTICS. 

A striking example of how statistics may be 
made to lie is furnished in the sophistry with 
regard to the dangers of railway traveling put 
forward by President Ripley of the Santa Fe 
Railroad Co. He quotes the writer who, basing 
his figures on the fact that in 1896 over 2,000,000 
passengers were carried safely for one who was 
killed, sald: 

You will have to trave)] 172,003,968 miles on the 
ears before your turn fee in to be killed, and 


4,541,945 miles before you injured, If you travel 
twenty miles every day days in the year you 
can keep at it for 78 years before your turn comes 
to be hurt, 

How does this alter the fact that a passenger 
ona railway may be killed before he has traveled 
a mile? 

During 1896, 181 passengers and 1861 rafiroad 
employes (or one employe for each 100 miles of 
track) were killed. Regarding the fatalities to 
railway men, Mr. Ripley makes the following 
statistical comparison: 

Last year the trains on the railways ran over 
800,000 miles, of which over 300,000 were at passen- 

speed, yet only one employe’s life was sacri- 
| 431,000 miles.

miles of line operated, that fact remains, and no 
juggling with the figures can alter it. 

Such reasoning as this merely strengthens the 
popular belief that the great corporations are 


soulless. 
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The Administration’s criminal delay in its Cu- 
ban policy cannot now be excused by activity in 
war preparations. Cuba alone has whipped 
Spain, and the present fussiness and bluster as 
to the army and navy are absurd. Meanwhile, 
Americans in Havana are in constant danger.

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TO THE WOMEN OF NEW BEDFORD. 


How the Mule Spinner, Worked by 
Men, Went Out and the Ring 


Spinner Took Its Place, 


Women and Girls Being More Tract- 
able Were Put in Place of 
the Menin the Mill. 


Now the Task of Grinding the Girls 


and Women Down to Mere Ma- 
chines Has Been C ommenced, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Jan. 22.—More than 4000 
women and children of the dinner-pail brigade of 
New England have left the mills in protest against 
a cut down of wages which threatens the very ex- 
istence of a majority of the 9000 operatives of this 
city and of 20,000 all over New England. 

Before March 1 these 4000 may be joined by 12,000 
*n Fall River, only 12 miles away, and New Bed- 
ford’s sister city. 

The mills here, although run by corporations, are 
owned by fewer people and by people much better 
off than are the mill owners in Fall River. Hetty 
Green, the richest woman in the United Statés, is 
one of the large owners, Although e¥en her great 
reputation as a financier does not break the cotton 
manufacturers’ rule that shuts women out from the 
directorate and management of mills, ‘her interests 
are extensive. 

While Mrs, Green sits in her office in the Chemical 
Bank in New York and plays with Wall street 
deals involving hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
women and little children toil here to help swell 
the immense fortune she is daily increasing. Her 
father was a prominent citizen here, known as 
“Black Hawk.’’ 

In Fall River the operatives themselves own stock 
in the very mills where they work. Here the small 
owner is not a feature. 

The 4000 women are out on what is termed a 
“strike.” 

In reality it Is a declaration of the right of the 
wage earner to obey the dictates of ‘human nature, 
If the men and women of New Bedford and of all 
the cotton manufacturing centers of New England 
were unmarried and did not obey the Scriptural] in- 
junction to go forth and multiply there would be no 
strike, 

Many of the New Bedford operatives are pros- 
perous. They have no incumbrances. They are un- 
married. 

By far the larger number are in bitter distress. 
It is because they -have dared to marry. Their 
wives and little children suffer for it. 


The unmarried, prosperous mill operatives who 
own their own tiny homes and who have sufficient 
clothing to make a presentable appearance have 
joined the strike in defense of those who bear bur. 
dens in the form of other human beings to provide 
for. Although a large proportion of the 4000 fem- 
inine strikers stand for the class that should be 
protected, they have become a factor of extreme 
importance, For 20 years mill owners have been 
putting in operation a simple plan to render them 
of even greater importance. 

Even since the strike began this work has been 
going on. It is a determined effort on the part of 
the manufacturers to supplant men in acertain line 
of work by women, because the latter are more 
pliant and will work for less wages. 

To understand the vital importance of the women 


.and children in this movement the facts must be 


told. The first great labor organization to win 
against the manufacturers was the spinners’ of Fall 
River. They are all men. 

Not a woman runs mules. The men organized. 

The mule spinners held the power on the indus- 
trial throne. They paid heavily, and started to ac- 
quire a financial reserve that should make them 
almost invincible. 

Then came along a ring-frame spinning machine. 
It could be run by girls. The mill men took it to 
their heart. 

“We will abolish every mule in the country,” 
said the owner. ‘Men etrike. The power of these 
mule spinners must be destroyed. We can only do 
it by utterly obliterating them from the industrial

“No, of course they won't. But 
you’re not interviewing me, are you?’ 


problem. Put the girls in their place at once. 

The labor leaders knew this. They had to watch 
the mules replaced by ring-framers and see the 
wives and daughters of former mule spinners sup- 
plant their husbands and fathers. 

Rut the mule spinners’ associations waxed 
mighty through their increasing savings. One is 
worth $90,000, another has $60,000. Most of them 
paid 50 eents a week into the treasury. As their 
number decreased the organization still held its 
sway. It was the national organization of these 
mule spinners that gave permission to the New 
Bedford mills to strike, with the promise of sup- 
port. 

When the mill men have driven out these mule 
spinners the mule spinner organization will fall, so 
they believe. .The girls who supplant the men will 
be as soft, green willow withes in the hands of 
the manufacturers. They will not strike, or if they 
do they can be easily influenced. In the last week 
many of these girls have organized. 

Aside from the always predominant woman ques. 
tion the women strikers become, through this at- 
tempt to drive men out of the business, of the 
highest importance. 

The whole affair centers in a sex fight that brings 
misery to women and children, especially to the 
girl who dares to marry. Half of these 4000 women 
of New Bedford live under conditions that are sev- 
eral degrees worse than those of women in other 
manufacturing centers. They are born to struggle 
through the first few years of their lives without 
seeing their parents in daylight, except on Sun- 
days. 

Here is Mary Copsy. She's a widow with five 
children. They live in a Wamsutta millhouse—a 
wretched place which the company will not repair. 
Accumulated dust, dirt, and the smoke of many 
years cover its walls. It is grimy. The mill re- 
fuses to fix anything. The mistress of this home

wakes up her oldest boy and hurries to the mill 
with her breakfast in one pail and her dinner—if 
she is lucky enough to be flush—in another pail. 
Generally Mrs. Copsy’s breakfast and dinner fills a 
very small space in one pail. 

In Fall River lives an old man who had five 
daughters. They were his capital. He drove them 


| 
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into the mill day after day when they were almost 
dead from lung :rouble, brought on by the mill 
work, He took all their wages and gave them a 
meager allowance, He has five graves now and 
owns five small houses as the fruit of their earnings. 
But he has no daughters. 

There is little wary Rishton, She is 14, and has 
just gone into the Potomska Mill to support her 
family. In this mill Mrs. Hetty Green is a large 
stockholder. This small, unhappy child slaves from 
6 o’clock in the morning until 6 at night to add her 
miserable pittance to these rich people's income. 
How the complacent, rich woman can accept rev- 
enue from the labor of such children is an unan- 
swerdbdle conundrum, 

Mary Rishton is a ‘“doffer.”” When she works 
winter and summer she goes barefoot, jumping 
about as fast as her little frame can go from ioom 
to loom, darting over the rough floor and filling her 
feet with splinters; wearing, perhaps, only one gar- 
ment in the hottest weather, surrounded always 
by a maddening din and coming from the mil! in 
winter wet with perspiration, to be struck by the 
cold air as if with a great, iced ax. 

Her mother, who once worked in the same mill 
and helped accumulate gold for wealthy men and 
women; her father, who believes he is blacklisted 
by the manufacturers, and four children besides 
herself, have only the $3.50 that Mary earns to sup- 
port them weekly. 

These girls are the feminine of Victor Hugo’s 
street gamin. If cold or pulmonary disease doesn't 
carry Mary Rishton off before she is 16 vears old 
she will have another chance. She will then begin 
to weave. If she’s lucky she may, after a tong 
time. become a clothroom girl and belong to the 
“400'' of cotton mil! girls. But these places are 
generally all appropriated by relatives and proteges 
of overseers. If she happens to be alone, she may 
earn $6 and live in a small boarding house. These 
are relics of mediaeval manufacturing. New Bed- 
ford still possesses them along with its tenement 
system. 

‘The mill boarding house mistrese gets 60 cents 
from the mill for every boarder she secures. The 
mill supplies everything—food, furniture and cook- 
ing utensils. Girls paid $2.75 a week in the one I 
visited. There were three girls in that house. One 
of the boarding house mistress’ duties is to 
guard her girls and see that the men in the house 
don’t see too much of them. The food igs decent 
and plain. 

Most of them marry early. 

There is one of them, a deautiful girl, in a Bristol 
mill block. She is the wife of a weaver. They Hve 
in three rooms in a house with 2 other families. 
An Bssex street tenement house is not more 
crowded. It is down on the flats, and a horrtble 
stench rises from a sewer emptying ® feet from the 
house into the flats beside the river. 

They eat their breakfast standing. They must 
keep the machinery running all the time. That's 
the law of the mill. During noontime the ma- 
chinery must be cleaned. There’s no chance to 
warm the dinner. Two meals a day out of a din- 
ner pall soon upsets the digestion. 

In summer the heat Is horrible, when combined 
with the racket of the machinery. Then the woman 
wears not. more than two loose garments. One 
strong looking English woman, who is a leader and 
a powerful speaker, said ehe could never work more 
than two weeks without two days off for sleep 
and rest. Other women say ‘the same. 

And after all this lebor for six days, when pay 
day comes around in New Bedford the woman, 
broken hearted, finds only two-thirds or three- 
quarters in her envelope of what she knows she has 
earned. The rest is retained by the mill by one of 
the worst systems of fining in operation in the 
country. 

Imagine weaving a cut of 60 yards of thin cloth, 
such as finally becomes silkoline, for 68 cents, and 
having every cent of it deducted for one slight im- 
perfection not three inches long and affecting only 
six threads. 

If a woman is very tough she may work on for 40 
years—always ailing, forever struggling, never rest- 
ing, were sleepy. 

In Mathesen street is a heartrending case of a 
weaver whose wife has just died after “— 
months’ iliness—consumption, brougne on by er 
work in the mill. The daughter slipped and fell, 
and is going about on crutches, The man was in 
debt already. There is no aid for him from the 
union. His old mother, who lives with him, and 
the daughter are already suffering from hunger. 

Yet, with ali this, the well-to-do girls who have 
no such burdens, and drass well, have opposed the 
union plan of opening soup kitchens. The opera- 
tives are very proud, and make the best appearance 
possible on the street, no matter what their poverty. 


THE KAISER AND THE POPE. 


The Emperor More of a Politician Than Bismarck 
and Swaps Favors With the Vatican.

BERLIN, Jan. 22.—The German Emperor made 
his first visit to Athens and Constantinople in 1889. 
This year he will visit Jerusalem as the honored 
guest of the Sultan, in order to talk over the situ- 
ation where, according to tradition, the last sup- 
per was held. 

Greeks, Catholics and Protestants have quar- 
reled for centuries over the place, 

The Crimean war was a ghastly monument to its 
value in Christian eyes. It is a master stroke for 
the Kaiser, a Protestant prince, to acquire it with- 
out a blow and immediately offer it to his Catholic 
subjects. 

This ge osity may be blended with the expecta- 
tion that e Pope will assist in turning Catholic 
votes at the rext election, It is, at least, a reversal 
of the Biemarckan policy, when Catholic obedience 
was sought by means of fines and imprisonment. 

Prince Henry's sailing from Kiel to avenge the 
murder of Protestant missionaries was sanctified by 
the blessing of German Catholic archbishops, 

What Bismarck could not do with violence this 
Emperor accomplishes easily by a soft word. 

At the same time, however, his Prime Minister 
Hohenlohe, has fulminated violent threats against 
the Prussian Poles who dare to love their language 
and country. 

That he should make a demonstration against the 
Roman Catholic Poles just while his Emperor tis 
earning the gratitude of the Pope by protecting his 
interests abroad shows that the Russian police are 
busy with domicillary visits in Warsaw. 


THE ECLIPSE AS SEEN IN INDIA. 


An Excellent View Obtained and Photographs 


Taken by the Observers. 

TARNI, British India, between Amrasti and 
Naghpu, Jan. 2.—The observations of the eclipse 
of the sun to-day by E. W. Maunder and C. Th. 
Waite was most successful, The sky was perfectly 


clear and the light during the middle of the total- 
ity equaled a full moon, The genera] shape of the 
gun corona was the same as in the eclipse of 1886 
and 1896. The corona extended over two diameters 
from the sun and its greatest extent was along the 
gun's equator. Photo phs were obtained on a 
seale of four-fifths inch to the sun’s diameter and 
also on the ecale of one-tenth inch to ges the cor- 
onal extensions. The spectrum of the chronosphore 
and its prominences was successfully obeerved with 
an opera glass fitted with a direct vision priem in 
one of the eye pieces. Three photographs of the 
corona were obtained on a ecaie of seven-tenths 
inch to the sun’s diameter, and also on the scale of 
one-tenth inch. Good spectrum photographs were 
obtained.

revails here over the defeat of Count Plunkett,

with the last contest, the Unionist majority was 
reduced two-thirds, because the Nationalists 
united against the ministerial candidate. The night 
before the polling, John Dillon appeared on the 
same platform as the Parnellite candidate, making 
a strong appeal to all his supporters to sink dif- 
ferences in a patriotic effort to wrest the seat from 
the Unionists. This was the first time since the 
split that any member of the Irish party has spo- 
ken for the Parnellite candidate and may prove 
the first real step towards an ultimate reunion of 
Irish Nationalists. Parneliites and  Dillonites 
worked manfully in unison throughout the contest. 

Count Plunkett intends to petition against the va- 
lidity of the return of his opponent on grounds of 
fraud and forgery. 

Owing to grave reports of distress in the west and 
southwest counties, which was months ago pre- 
dicted by the highest Irish clerical authorities and 
denied by the Irish Government, Chief Secretary 
Balfour hes been obliged to send special Inspect- 
ore to the affected districts to advise on relief meas- 
ures to be adopted. 

At a meeting of the Irish party, presided over by 
Mr. Dillon, this week, it was resolved to bring the 
matter before the House of Commons as 600n as 
Parliament meets.

OTHER BITS OF TURF GOSSIP. 


The Reinstatemen: of John Brannon 
Brings Back Recollections of 
the Polk Badget Race. 


It was the intention of the officers of the 
St. Louis Fair Association to publish the 
entries this morning to the spring stakes 
of that jockey club. But the California en- 
tries mailed by Secretary Joe Murphy 
failed to get here in time, so that the pub- 
lication of the full entry list ‘has been post- 
poned for a day or two. 


Wile nearly all the dates for the spring 
meetings of the Western jockey clubs have 
been announced the Fair Association have 


not yet announced their opening day, but in 
all probability it will be Saturday, May 7 
or i4. Last year the meeting was opened 
the second Saturday in ‘May. This year it 
may be inaugurated the first, which would 
be May 7. 


The legitimate racing season will open 
March 30, when the Little Rock meeting 
opens. Nashville opens April 2. Memphis 
will open this year April 9 and continue un- 
til April 3 


The reinstatement last week of John 
Brannon, the famous “ringer,” calls to 
mind the Polk Badget job at Latonia, 
which was undoubtedly one of the most 
successful of its kind in the history of the 
turf. Briefly, the story is as follows: On 
Monday, Sept. 22, 1891, the Brannon Broth- 
ers, under the name of the Rocky Creek 
Stables, entered an aged horse under the 
name of Polk Badget. No one had ever 
heard of the animal. He was in with a lot 
of sorry dogs, such bad ones as Latonia 
Bll, Harpy, Prospect and others being jn 
the field. The fact that Polk Badget was 
such an unknown caused his price to be 2 
and 30-to 1, even in such a bad lot. As soon 
as the prices were settled the Brannons 
and their confederates began to bet. They 
put on small sums at big ibe 3 and Bt 
sums at small prices. They bet from “be! 
ring to bell ring,” and Polk Badget, who 
had opened at 2% and 30 to 1, went to the 
post at 8 to 5. Polk Badget won the race 
in a common canter, with his head pulled 
sideways. His jockey pulled him down to 
a walk in order not to win too far. 


The numbers went up and the bets were 
paid. The Latonia ring and poolrooms 
throughout the country were ‘hit for $25,000 
by the victory of Polk Badget. Then there 
began to be some talk that Polk Badget 
was not the horse the Brannons represented 
him to be. An investigation was started, 
which developed the fact that the alleged 
Polk Badget was none other than a good 
race horse named Tanner, whom they had 
purchased in the East. Tanner was a high 
class horse as compared to the sorry skates 
he raced with. The discovery that Polk 
Badget was Tanner resulted in the four 
Brannon boys and a New York man, who 
owned an imterest in Tanner, being ruled 
off 


Johnnie Brannon, the man who was rein- 
stated last week, had but little if anything 
to do with the race. He was in Chicago 
when the race was run, and the only in- 
formation that could be found against him 
was that he had bet $50 on Polk Badget in 
a Chicago poolroom. Six years’ exile is a 
pretty stiff dose for such a crime, and there 
are few connected with the turf who will 
not be glad to hear that ‘the is reinstated. 
All persons connected with the fraudulent 
race had bad luck. Keith, the boy who 
rode the trace, but who knew nothing about 
his mount, was killed in a race some time 
afterward. Richard Brannon, one of the 
Brannon brothers, died last winter. The 
other members of the fanrily have also had 
hard luck. 


A telegram from Secretary Joe Murphy, 
received by the St. Louis Fair Association 
last night, stated that the reason of the 
delay in sending the California entries was 
that he had to secure the pedigree of the 2- 
year-olds. 


ST. LOUIS ATHLETIO CLUB. 


It Has a Lot of Laudable Plans on 
Foot for Next Season. 

Amateur athletes of St. Louis will be glad 
to hear that a genuine athletic club has 
been formed and that grounds have been 
secured .on which most complete training 
quarters will be erected during the coming 
spring. 

For some years past St. Lou's has prac- 
tically been without an athletic club, and, 
although there are many excellent athletes 
in the city, they have been either forced jnto 
retirement or have found in picnic games 
their only chance of competitio If g ven 
half a chance they will- show themselves 
good men. This was proven by the great 
number .of athletes who competed in the 
Western Association championships last 
September at the Pastime grounds, Al- 
though most of the men who there com- 
peted had only a few weeks’ training, the.r 
performances were most creditable. 

It is generally conceded by every one who 
is at all familiar with the athletic situation 
in St. Louis that the depression which this 
branch of sport has suffered of late arises 
from a lack of convenient and suitable ac- 
for the men in training; 
with grounds conveniently situated and 
training quarters fitted with modern im- 
provements in the way of neat and clean 
showers with hot and cold water connec- 
tions and with the building properly heated 
in cold weather, it will indeed be a pleasure 
to indulge in healthful exercise. 

Such is the intention of the St. Louis Ath- 
letic Club and upon these lines will it be 
operated. Every branch of sport will be 
provided for except bicycling, which is of 
such importance that it has become a dis- 
tinct branch in itself. 

Besides the quarter mile track for the 
track men, there will be distinct and sep- 
arate grounds set apart for baseball, foot- 
ball, lacrosse, tennis, cricket, etc. Hand- 
ball courts will also be provided for those 
interested. 

The St. Louis Athletic Club hag for its 
purpose the encouragement and advance- 
ment of amateur sport pure and simple. 
The men who have undertaken this work 
in the interest of athletics are for the most 
part men who have passed their athletic 
days, but who are willing to give up much 
of their time and all their exper'ence to the 
advancement of legitimate and healthful 
sport. Success is the only gain that can 
fall to the lot of any one. he dues have 
been placed so low that the money feature 
will not be a drawback to those with lim‘ted 
means. One of the principal reasons for 
the downfall of eevee athletic clubs in 
St. Louls was the fact that the social 
features were catered to at the expense of 
the real athletic features. 

In the present scheme the social feature 
will not be touched upon until the athletic 
feature has been made a dist'nct success, 
In other words the athietic feature will be 
the important feature and in no way be 
sacrificed to the social idea, 

Work will begin as soon as the necessary 
amount has been subscribed, and from the 
way the applications are coming in the re- 
quired amount should be collected. It is 
certainly a worthy undertak'ng and suc- 
cess should come to those interested.

MRS. CHARNLEY’S STRANGE AC- 
TIONS BECAUSE HUS- 
BAND FAILED TO RETURN.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 22.—“My gerand- 
father killed his man, my father killed his, 
and I have killed mine.’’ 

The speaker was a shabby, slim, unde- 
veloped boy of 15. He had been arraigned 
for the murder of a 4-year-old boy. In all 
but size he appeared a criminal of mature 
mold. 

As he stood in the dock, awkward, shamb- 
‘ling, his head hung low in his contracted 
chest, his receding forehead and jaw 
marked him indubitably for a degenerate 
@s typical, as distinct as any instanced by 
Lombroso or Nordau or MacDonald. He 
would have appeared tall for his age if he 
had stood erect, but he leans forward and 


his shoulders droop. His coal black hair 
falls in a mop over his forehead. His skin 
is olive-hued. His eyes a beady, lusterless 
brown ordinarily, but glittering and plerc- 
ing when aroused. 

Those eyes, so protean, almost mdake one 
forget the heavy, sodden jaw. If a car- 

enter’s square were placed so that the 

oy’s nose were at the apex of the inner 
triangle the edges of the rule would run 
along the nose and forehead in an upward 
direction, and past the loose lips and re- 
ceding jaw in the other. The ears are not 
e6ymmetrical. The swelling back and above 
them marks the bump of destructiveness 
Bignificantly developed. 

The depressions where the ordinary swell- 
ings of benignity, veneration, patience and 
Care are shown :m the normal! cranium still 
more potently point the criminal, the illit- 
erate, the vicidus’in this human being. The 
Sagging lower jaw betokening the empty 
gmind; the wolfish incisors, threateningly 
visible when he eats, makes one recoil from 
his sinister counttmance,as from the hyena 
and the vulture. 

As a celebration of his 15th birthday this 
boy, Samuel Henderson of Philadelphia, 
had inveigied two little tots one-third his 
age to a field, played with them in inno- 
cent enjoyment till he had led them close to 
@ rivulet hard by a grove of elms and 
maples. To-day in a-cell in Moyamens.ng 
Prison, near Phi pitta, he stands to 
await an inquirads, dé -lunatico in order to 
determine whether he shat) be tried for the 
deliberate murder of Percy Lockyer, aged 5. 
_, This is the murder’s own account of his 
jfiendish deed: 
| “When I first stabbed him he hollered 
*Oh, oh!’ anad then I cut him again. I don't 
know how often I cut him. Next I took the 
body, when I found he was dead, and car- 
ried it down and put it in the creek. Then I 
got a couple of stones and put one of them 
across the back of his neck and the other 
on ‘his legs to keep him down. After I did 
this I saw bubbles coming up through the 
water. I stayed there two or thre minutes 
after that and then went away. He didn’t 
oe Spycaing after he ‘hollered out the first 


For a boy of 15 Saenuel Henderson is de- 
ficient to an unusual degree in his knowl- 
edge of books. He has been in the sixth 
@rade, where the average age is about ten 
years. The teachers regard him as stupid 
and incorrig’ble, and he has several times 
@uffered suspension for deflance of disci- 
‘pline. At home he could be managed no bet- 

er. His chief ambitions were to read dime 
novels and smoke cigarettes. While cruel 
by nature, his actions heretofore have never 
@eriously threatened his companions. It 
'was jis practice to pick up the little boys 
and toss them about, but those of his own 
Size he did not molest. 

According to Addison’s statement, Hen- 
Gerson, after the former's escape, deliber- 
ately stabbed young Lockver over the heart 
With a knife which he was carrying. The 
blood spurted from the wound, which served 
only to whet the appetite of this young vil- 
lian. Time and again he plunged the knife 
into the body of the helpless child. Think- 
ing his work complete, he raised the insen- 


fgible form 


and, throwing it over 
shoulder, carried it a distance of some 400 
feet to a near-by creek, which was very 
shallow. Arriving at the center he threw 
the boy off his shoulder into the water and 
turned to walk away, satisfied with his 
work. Before he reached terra firma again 


he noticed the body rose to the surface of 
the water. He again returned with a huge 
bowlder, weighing some thirty or forty 
pounds, which he placed beside him. With 
a coolness worthy of a better object, he 
grabbed the boy by the throat and held his 
head under the water, watching with flend- 
ish glee the bubbles arriving to the surface, 
caused ‘by the poor lad’s ineffectual efforts 
to breathe, then, taking the big stoné, he 
dropped it heavily on the boy’s face with 
sufficient force to crush the cheek bone. To 
make doubly certain of hiding all evidence 
of his crime he waded back ito the bank 
and, securing another large stone, placed it 
across the knees of the boy to completely 
hide the body from view. 

After satisfying himself that he had hid 
all traces of his crime he calmly returned 
to his home and ate his supper, his father 
and mother Nttle suspecting the fiendish 
crime which had just been committed by 
their son. 

The absence of young Lockyer {nm the 
meantime had been reported to the police, 
who started off to search for the miss- 
ing ‘boy. It was soon learned that he was 
last seen in company with Samuel Hender- 
son, and here again the lad’s criminal in- 
stincts were manifested. First he admitted 
being with the boy. but sald he had left him 
in ithe woods. When cornered, he con- 
cocted a second story to the effect that his 
playmate had climbed a tree from which he 
fell and was hbadlv hurt. On being taken to 
the spot it was found impossible for a boy 
to climb the tree. And then Henderson said 
that while he was cutting a stick Lockyer 
ran down the bank upon the knife which he 
was using, which entered the poor boy's 
heart. Frightened #t the occurrence, he 
carried the body of the boy to the creek and 
threw itin. Although sceptical of the truth 
of this statement, the police dragged the 
creek near where Henderson said he had 
thrown the body, but could find no trace of 
it. They continued their search for some 
distance up the creek, and were at last re- 
warded with success. 

When escape was impossible young Hen- 
derson made the following confession: 

“T killed Percy Lockyer. What made me 
do it I cannot tell. I was always fond of 
reading stories of Jesse and Frank Jagnes 
and about those fellows in the West. “Of 
course, my mother didn’t know anything 
about this, because I always hid the books, 
and when she asked me if I ever read such 
books I said no, and she believed me. It 
was when I was alone upstairs in bed, and 
she thought I was asleep, that I often 
stayed awake all night and read about the 
James boys; how they used to steal money 
from banks and then gallop away hokety 
split before anyone could catch them. I tell 
you, it was exciting,’’ and the little fellow’s 
eyes sparkled. 

“Well, last Friday I was coming along 
the street when I saw Percy Lockyer and 
Willie Addison, I said: ‘Hello, boys! 
where are you going?’ They told me they 
were out to play, so I said if they would 
come to the woods I would cut them ‘pig- 
gies.’ You know what ‘piggies’ are. We 
use them to play a game with. 

‘“T don’t know how it was, but just then 
the thought came into my mind that my 
chance had come. Well, when we got down 
to the woods and I grabbed Percy and he 
screamed ‘O! O!' he said, ‘Let me go!’ I 
stabbed him and he tried to wriggle out of 
my arms. My, he seemed scared. It was as 
good as the Wild West Show! He made so 
much noise, and I was so excited to think 
that at last ‘I had killed my man,’ that I 
stabbed him again and again. I don’t know 
how many times, but he bled a lot. After 
I had stabbed him I thought to myself, ‘the 
cops will get on to me if they find his 


body.’ This got me kinder scared, so I tied 


his | 


a handkerchief around h's throat and 
dragged him to the stream. When I threw 
him in a whole lot of little bubbles came 
up. I looked at him for awhile and then 

said to myself: ‘Sam, you have killed your 
man.’ With that I thought I might want 
to find the body again, so I put the heavy 
stones on the back of his head and behind 
his knees. Then I knew his body would 
stay where I left it and started for home.” 


The boy’s antecedents force the conclu- | 


sion that his taste for blood is a dtrect and 
logical inheritance, coming from father to 
son, and from son to grandson. Hender- 
son’s grandfather killed a man and his 
father also killed a man, with greater 


ferocity than had marked the deed of the | 
his | 


first Henderson, and now Sammy, 
savage inheritance overpowering him while 
he is yet a child, stabs to death lI'ttle Percy 
Lockyer. The story of the lad’s grand- 
father’s stabbing affray seems well-founded 
and positive, but the details are lost in the 
far West. It was many years ago, in Mis- 
souri, where human life was held cheap. 
No punishment overtook the old man, but 
he used to tel] the story himself. His son, 
Sammy’s father, moved from Missouri to 
Philadelphia, where he soon acquired the 
reputation or having a fierce temper. 

+, day, seven years ago, Henderson 
rushed into a saloon near where he lived, 
and, without a word, cut a man named 
Nelson to pieces with savage thrusts of a 
butcher knife. Henderson hhad sharpened 
the weapon especially for this purpose. Nel- 
son's right arm was nearly cut off. Four 
thrusts in the stomach, and stabs on the 
shoulder and heart ended this poor man’s 
life. 

Henderson, when placed on trial, pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter. Many witnesses 
testified to Henderson's good character, and 
he was sent to Moyamensing to await sen- 
tence. Three months later he was admit- 
ted to bail, and the case against him ap- 
parently dropped, although it can be re- 
opened at any time, and now comes the 
third generation, in which the inheritance 
seems to have developed more early and 
more terribly. The tragic evidence of 
homicidal inheritance .does not end here. 
Young Henderson’s little sister, Annie, only 
7 years old, has developed such a love for 
torturing younger children that her teach- 
ers have been compelled to tie Annie hand 
and foot to her seat in the schoolroom to 
prevent her injuring her companions. 

Even the parents of young Henderson had 
cause to fear him. His home life shows him 
to be a born criminal—so much so that his 
parents have been in awe of him. For the 
past three months Mr. and Mrs. Henderson 
never failed to retire for the night without 
locking their room. This was taken as a 
recautionary measure on account of the 
ear which young Henderson had inspired 
by looking at his parents. Several times 
before they locked their doors at night the 
father and mother found the son in their 
room with such a fiendish look on his face 
that they were frightened. Neighbors told 
them that they had heard Sammy say: “I'll 
fix them all soon. Then all the things will 
be mine.” And the lad was constantly 
heard to threaten to ‘‘do people up.” 

Should Henderson on trial by jury be con- 
victed of premeditaed murder, it will be- 
come the duty of the trial judge to pro- 
nounce the sentence of hanging. In case of 
a conviction in the second degree a sen- 
tence of 2% years will be imposed, and as, 
by his own admission, Henderson did cause 
the death of little Percy, there is small 
chance for him to escape with slight pun- 
ishment. If Henderson is proved to be of 
unsound or feeble mind—and the burden of 
proof will rest upon the defense—he must 
be treated as are criminals of a larger 
growth, convicted similarly. 

Beyond the age of 14 years the law in 
Pennsylvania holds a boy accountable for 
his acts as quickly as it does a man, and 
conviction in the lesser degree cannot save 
him from the penitentiary. The reforma- 
tories are not open to boys convicted of the 
offense of murder.

St. Louls ig to have a naval battalion. 
Felix H. Hunicke. who is an ex-naval offl- 
cer, has undertaken its organization, and 
its success is assured. All of the necessary 
arrangements with the Navy Department 
have been completed, and all red tape for- 
malities ‘have been finished. 

Next Thursday evening a meeting will be 
held in the Adjutant’s office in the Armory 
Building to complete all details of the or- 


ganization. 

It is Mr. Hunicke’s idea to have the bat- 
talion formed of four companies, number- 
ing # men each. This will form a coast 
guard, and will be to the navy what the 
State militia is to the regular army. The 
recruits will be drilled in naval tactics the 
same as the militia is in military tactics, 
and in time of war the coast guard will be 
of inestimable value in the protection of 
the seaport and rivers. 

Torpedo practice is one of the most im- 
portant features in coast defense. 

The Naval Department has assured Mr. 
Hunicke of, its hearty co-operation. This 
spring a number of torpedo boats will be 
dispatched by the Government to St. Louis, 
in order that the battalion may become 
proficient in torpedo pratcice. 

When the stage of water is sufficient to 
permit, one of the large men-of-war may 
be sent up the Mississipp! River as far as 
St. Louis and the men drilled in-the art of 
manning one of the large vessels. It has 
been demonstrated that at hizh stage of 
water the large boats can come as fur 
north as St. Louis, and the city is the head 
of deep water navigation. 

This scheme of naval auxiliary has been 
tested with marked success in the East and 
Mr. Hunicke and others interested in S@. 
Louis are sanguine of its success and popu- 
larity here.

My father and mother always 
called me ‘baby,’ as I was the youngest 
in the family. There were eight of us, and 
all are long since dead. ~ . 

“My two brothers entered tho British 
navy and were shipwrecked off the coast of 
Ireland. [ came to America by way of 
New Orleans when I was 18 years old. 
A year afterward my parents succumbed to 
cholera, which was then raging flercely in 
the old country. 

“For a while I worked as cook on a 
Steamboat, and eventually drifted to St. 
Louis. I married Tom Donlan, who was a 
section hand for the old North Missouri 
Railroad. He died in 18M, leaving me a 
widow with eight children. They died one 
by one. 

“My eldest boy, who was the comfort and 
solace of my old age, passed away two 
months ago. Strange as it may seem, I 
never had the slightest desire to go any- 
where. I have only been to the dry goods 
stores three times in my long life, and on 
each occasion it was to buy mourning ap- 
parel for my loved-.ones’ funerals, 

“No, I’ve never had the pleasure of a 
street car ride, and a locomotive would be 
a novelty to me indeed. How do I enjoy 
life. Well, When I haven’t any work to do 
I read my prayerbook and the Bible. I at- 
tend St. Lawrence O'’Toole’s Church every 
morning.

Inf few 
Cases persons of strong constitution and 
remarkable longevity have outgrown it, 
just as there have been cases of 20-pound 
bables at birth. But they are few and far 
between. In most cases the vict'ms die 
early. 

There !s nothing more pathetic than the 
eight of a young person who is addicted 
to the rhyming habit. 

At first it appears in the form of an airy 
fancy; then it becomes a habit; then a 
disease. 

There is no anti-toxin that will relieve 
the malady. There is no Keeley cure for 
the rhymer. There is no knife sharp 
enough, no mustard plaster strong enough, 
no auger b'g° enough to cut out, draw out 
or bore out the polsonous germ. Only death 
can remove the taint. 

In my day I have seen many sad exam- 
ples of the balefulness of rhyme. It is 
more deadly than cholera, yellow fever and 
smallpox combined, They kill only the 
body. Rhyme dries the blood, warps the 
faculties and blights the whole life. * 

Many a man has spoiled a good hodcar- 
rier to make a bad poet. Many a maiden 
who might have become an 
kitchen mechanic has degenerated into a 
poetess of mildewed passion and tried to 
force “broke” to rhyme with ‘“hope.’’ 
Young men who might have made their 
marks as stable boys or hotel porters have 
allowed themselves to be swept away from 
their moorings by a wave of sentiment and 
carried far out upon the ocean of Medioc- 
rity. 

The Spirit of Rhyme fs the curse of the 
century. It wags this that carried off John 
Keats, who allowed his ‘“‘flery particle’ to 
be snuffed out by an Unfeeling article; the 
same that made a dreamer of Shelley, a 
rake of Byron and a drunkard of Burns; 
the same that made a “‘dope’”’ flend of Cole- 
ridge, a dolt of Southey and a maniac of 
William Watson; the same that has caused 
a whole army of country editors to commit 
suicide, and has made anarchists, atheists 
hundreds

and anthropophaginians out of 
of bright young men who handle 
for the great metropolitan dailies, 

“O, thou invisible spirit of wine!’ ejacu- 
lated Wiliam Shakspeare, deprecatingly, in 
a moment of sober thought, 

*“O, thou invisible spirit of poetry!’’ cries 
the wise man of to-day, gazing upon the 
ruin ‘t has wrought. 

*Tis sadder than all sad things 

To know that the heart's desire 
Is dried at its very springs, 

Ere the brain has commenced to tire. 
We strive and we end In strife; 

We toil and we bring forth naught; 
So what is the good of life, 

And what is the use of thought? 

This is a stanza I always think of when 
I see a young man or Woman treading the 
broad way of rhyme, which leads to de- 
struction. Being commonplace per se, they 
can produce nothing but platitudes; being 
inordinately vain, they cannot appreciate 
thelr own weakness; unaware that they 
are\mentally sick, they fail to realize the 
urgent need of a physician. 

What somebody ought to do $@ to take an 
ax and tap them kindly but firmly on the 
head and end their useléss careers, just as 
some extremists favor the humane taking 
off of persons afflicted with incurable dis- 
eases. 

“The poetaster who has tasted type is 
done for,"’ sald Oliver Wendell Holmes, who 
‘was a physician and ought to know. “He 
is like the man who has once been a candi- 
date for the presidency, He feeds on the 
madder of his delusidn all his days and 
his ‘very bones grow red with the glow of 


hig foolish fancy.” 

The perils of poétry were never more 
forcibly illustrated than in the case of 
Joseph Ballot of Columbia, Mo. He con- 
tracted the rhyming habit and it killed 
him. Even in the hour of death It asserted 
itself and his last words were addressed to 
his physician in rhyme. 


Without further warning, 
You must call in the morning, 
paid this inveterate rhymester. 


Then he died. 

A short time before his last illness he 
was met on a country road by the doctor, 
who requested a rhyme. Ballot said:

For half « dime. 
‘The nickel was produced and without 
further pariey he said: 
Yee Ee thite birde? 
They can sing without words. 


Astle Jpeside the lonely grave of the 
Sefunct 6,’ who was buried in a fence 
corner by request, and read the epitaph 
gerved on a dead maple tree— 


‘Joseph Ballot is buried here. 
- You may not know it, 
But he was a poet— 
I could but weep at this ignominous end 
to the life of one who seemed destined to 


better things. 
Peer mani He never knew what struck 
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nostalg‘a. gut it was not. It was poeti- 
citus, compared with which paresis is a 
heavenly boon, 

The majority of persons are incl:ned to 
laugh at a fellow being who has become 
afflicted with poeticitus; but it is a com- 
passionate laugh, such as one might give 
vent to upon beholding the antics of a 
harmless lunatic. They recognize that he is 
“a poor, weak, palsy-stricken, churchyard 
thing,” and that his time on earth is im- 
ited. IT~hey humor his madness, as one hu- 
mors the whims of a drunken man. Even 


soft-spoken editors, with the power of a 
great newspaper behind them, have encour- 
aged this affi'ction by publication sufficient 
to warrant relatives in speaking of their 
“gifted sister.” Others, having obtained 
a modicum of motoriety by the same means, 
continue to haunt the newspaper offices 
until the Sunday Editors, failing to intim!- 
date them, either throw up their jobs or 
commit suicide. 
It was Byron who said: 


Swans sing before they die; ‘twere no bad thing 
Should certain persons dle before they sing. 


But Byron was not an editor, Had he 
been he would have written: 

Swans sing before they die: if I were King, 
I'd murder every man who tried to sing. 

I speak from experience. When I was an 
editor on my own hook I persistently re- 
fused to publish anybody’s poetry but my 
own and thereby lost many subscribers. 
For the town of Cairo is as full of would-be 
poets and poetesses as any other place that 
ever escaped the ten plagues of Egypt, and 
rhymesters are more intolerant of critici#m 
than any class on earth—excepting editors. 
They would 

As soon 
Seek roses In December, ice in June; 
Hope constancy in wind, or corn in chaff, 


Believe a woman or an epitaph 
Or anything that’s false 


as to put their trust in critics. They will 
have none of them. They have neither 
judgment nor sense, and you couldn't maul 
either into their heads with a pile driver. 

Now, just suppose a casé. You are an 
editor. A female person either comes to 
your office and hands you this or mails it 
to you, with the gentle hint that ehe is 
‘a constant reader,’’ and that she will want 
“three or four papers in case it is pub- 
lished:”’ 


One day in the balmy spring 
My love and I were afloat 
On the waters of the River Des Peres, 
When one of the paddles broke. 
Said Willie, aghast: “Oh, my! 
Marie, you will wet your shoes!’’ 
But I said: ‘‘Never mind, dear; 
We'll both soon get to shore.”’ 


So Willie pulled hard and long, 
Till perspiration wilted his collar. 
But he didn’t seem to mind it a bit, 
For he is a lovely fellow. 
And still the river raged, 
And the waters madly surged, 
And we both got home after sundown, 
Though I thought we'd land at the Morgue. 


Now, what would you do in a case like 
that? Not being a man, you can’t afford to 
kill her outright, and if you wound her 
feelings by refusing to print her ‘‘pome,” 
an angry horde of her male relatives will 
either come down to the office and fill you 
full of holes or “‘lay for’’ you and beat your 
brains out with a club. In any case refusal] 
means death. Publication means disgrace, 
The best thing to do is to jump off the 
bridge. 

I never found more than one way out of 
this difficulty. When I engineered a paper 
in Egypt I always kept a loaded revolver on 
my desk, In plain view of all comers. Call- 
ers with manuscript usually experienced a 
change of heart after entering my sanctum 
and quietly departed, after giving me a 
society item, without as much as mentior- 
ing poetry. 

The tendency to rhyme in these days is 
universal. Poeticitus amounts almost to an 
epidemic. It is more contagious than small- 
pox. No class is exempt. The languid so- 
c'ety bud drops into rhyme, The young man 
who has nothing \to do but burn money 
pauses in the course of cremation long 
enough to indite a few verses to the object 
of his affection. The embryo politician 
cusses the opposition leaders in rhyme. 
The business man, in his leisure moments, 
finds thoughts that jingle like money. Serv- 
ant girls pause in the midst of their labors 
to dash off rhymes to 'Arry or Chimmie. 
Even the ‘stable boys, smoking long 
nines,”’ are found reading Ella Wheeler Wil- 
cox and unconsciously weaving strands of 
verse. Burglars and murderers in the City 
Jail send out bundles of manuscript for 
publication. Policemen, cab drivers, huck- 
sters, motormen, garbage haulers, rousta- 
bouts and hoboes are alike in their afflic- 
tion. Even editors and reporters and re- 
writers—God forgive us, we should know 
better!—succumb to the insidious smile of 
the Muses and jeopardize our temporal and 
eternal well-being for the sake of seeing our 
mental excretions in print. 

And what are they like? 

; 
You think they are crusaders, sent 
From some infernal clime. 
To pluck the eyes of Sentiment 
And dock the tail of Rhyme, 
To crack the voice of Melody 
And break the legs of Time. 

“Nothing is so common as the wish to be 
remarkabie,” said the Autocrat. ‘Fame 
usually comes to those who are thinking 
about something else. The struggle for 
fame, as euch, usually ends in notoriety. 
The world is pretty quick, nowadays, to 
catch the flavor of originality. 

“Verse writers are by far the most exact- 


ing, eager, self-weighing, restless, querulous, | 


unreasonable literary persons one is likely 
to meet with. Is a young man in the habit 
of writing verses? Then, the presumption Is 
that he is an inferior person. For, look you, 
there are at least nine chances in 10 that he 
writes poor verses, The habit of chewing on 
rhymes without sense and soul to match 
them is like that of using any other nar- 
cotic—at once a proof of feebleness and a de- 
bilitating agent. 

“What shall we do in a case of this kind? 
Tell him the whole truth and send him a 
ticket of admiesion to the Institution for 
Idiots and Feebleainded Youth? One 
ee & Mke to be cruel—and yet one hates 
to ‘Ife.” 

Disheartening, isn’t it? But if there ts any- 
thing that will check the disease of poetici- 
tus it is such talk as this, applied frequently 
and vigorously, With an occasiona] swat on 
the head with a baseball bat, In case of an 
obstreperous patient, 

One thing is certain, If our literature is to 
survive we must either cure the disease or 
kill the sufferer,

Not Been Removed in Whole or in Part in the 
Warfare Against Disease. 


BY G. WILEY BROOME, M. D. 


OU have asked me to enumerate the so-called vital organs 

that have been removed from human beings without caus- 

ing death. I may perhaps be better able to answer in a 

way which would be more clearly understood by your readers 

by giving you an illustration showing the organs in their norma] 

anatomical relations in the intact body, and another drawing 
with the several vital organs removed. 

Beginning at the brain, it mav be seen in the first drawing its 
normal contour, and passing the eye downward the position of 
the tongue, thyroid gland, larynx, right lung, liver, gall bladder, 
stomach, pancreas, spleen, ementum, vermiform appendix, blad- 
der and rectum, in this illustration, which is made to represent 
the organs in their normal! position. The other drawing is made 
to show the human body with those several vital organs re- 
moved. : 

It may be understood that the surgical operations for the 
removal of these organs have been introduced and perfected 
during the last few years, and the operations in nearly every 
instance were originally made, and are now being repeated, for 
the cure of that malignant disease known as cancer. The aver- 
age reader; if he does not already know it, will no doubt be 
somewhat surprised at the statement that it has only been 
within the last few years that the profession was made to 
realize, and by means of the surgeon’s Knife, that a human 
Yeing could survive the loss of one or two of these vital organs. 

Only a few years ago capital operations consisted almost 
wholly of those procedures which are now considered quite sim- 
ple, viz., the removal of a tumor, here and there cutting a stone 
from, or crushing a stone in the bladder, an operation for hernia, 
tracheotomy, tenotomy and ovariotomy was more than looked 
at askance. One prominent author referred to the operation 
not many years age in the following terms: “It is certainly 
hazarding but Httle to assert that in a very few years the 
measure (ovariotomy) will be assigned to the oblivion it so richly 
merits,’’ and in the year 1870 the most renowned professor of 
obstetrics in this country would declare in his lectures, with a 
warmth which did more credit to his humanity than his science, 
that “The men who go about the country ripping open women's 
abdomens should be indicted for murder.’’ 

Now a number of surgeons can each count more than one 
thousand ovariotomies, perhaps some even two thousand, with 
a mortality in their latter resylts as low as 3 per cent. In his 
first thousand ovariotomies, on the basis of the annuity tables 
of life insurance companies, after deducting the years lost hy 
the fatal cases, it was estimated that Spencer Wells alone had 
added 20,000 years of happy, useful life. With our modern anti- 
septic methods it would be no exaggeration to say that a thou- 
sand similar cases to-day would add thirty, or possibly even 
35,000 years of human life. What that means to the hundreds 
of homes, to the hundreds of husbands and thousands of chil- 
dren in those homes—who can say? 

“These life-saving operations, and the improvements and per- 
fections in surgery, dO much more than show the adroitness, 
audacity and success of the modern surgeon. How is all this 
contemplated from the standpoint of the patient and the com- 
munity, and what does it mean? Does not this progress and 
daring surgery mean a prolongation of life by operations which, 
while not without pain and suffering during recovery, have been 
robbed of all of their primary terrors by anesthesia, and most 
of their subsequent pain and suffering and danger by antisepsis? 

It means that patients some years ago were hopelessly con- 
signed to the grave after weeks and months of suffering, are 
now in the vast majority of cases rescued from death; it means 
that families formerly bereft of husband, of wife, parent or 
child, and left to spend years of sorrow, suffering, and, in many 
cases, poverty, because the bread-winners were taken away, 
have now restored to them their loved ones in health and 
strength and usefulness; it means that the hecatombs of a Cesar, 
an Alexander, a Napoleon, are offset by the beneficent labors 
of a Morton, a Warren, a Lister, and the modern surgeon, who 
are, and for al! time will be, blest by many a poor patient who 
never heard of them, instead of being cursed as destroyers of 
nations and of homes innumerable; it means that man’s inhu- 
manity to man shall be replaced by a scientific and Christian 


altruism which sheds blessings and benefits on the whole hu- 
man race. 

It is now almost asured that on lines of conservatism 
the more immediate future triumphs of surgery will be achieved. 
The scientific laboratory has taught us the actual cause of 
tetanus, tuberculosis, erysipelas and suppuration, and a host of 
other diseases and conditions, of the cause of which we were 
wholly ignorant a few years.ago. And when we will have dis- 
covered the real cause which gives rise to cancer, we will then 
have reached nearly half way, or at least a long way on the 
read to the discovery of its cure; and then the greatest of all 
triumphs will accrue to surgery, for the surgeon will be no 
longer called upon to perform the daring and mutilating opera- 
tions, which are now, in the present state of our know ledge, 
made necessary by the ravages of that dreaded disease: for a 
person divested of a portion of his brain, his larynx, his tongue, 
his spleen and pancreas, his stomach, his kidney, and portions 
of the intestine or rectum, can never be as comfortable, however 
neatly the work has been done, as the individual with those 
organs all intact. Physiologists have taught us, however, that the 
human being may dispense with the stomach, provided the intes- 
tine is properly attached to the gullet (esophagus), and live out 
his allotted time with comparative comfort so far as the digestive 
functions of that organ are concerned. They have shown, for 
example, that bactericidal action of the stomach is not its chief 
function, and they wonder why we should attribute any diges- 
tive importance to the secretion of that organ since the pan- 
creatic juice can do all that the gastric juice does, and some 
things which it cannot do. Further, it has been shown that a 
dog may live five years after complete excision of the stomach 
and comport himself in all respects like a normal dog, and when 
killed for autopsy show every organ in perfect health. 

So, too, a man from whom the surgeon has removed the spleen, 
pancreas, a lobe of the lung or thyroid gland, a kidney, etc., may 
be in no respect worse off than the man who possesses these 
organs. But what do we deduce from this? Not, surely, that 
these organs were useless or the gastric juice inactive, but that 
the whole human body has been able to compensate itself for 
their loss. This power of the animal organism to impose com- 
pensatory labor upon other organs for the loss of one or two 
of the so-called vital organs is of great scientific value to pro- 
eressive surgery. We have only recently learned how to secure 
the best efforte of nature in this direction and this is by first 
drilling the body, as it were, to dispense with the organ which 
it is proposed to remove before the surgical operation is per- 
formed. I mean by this, that suppose, for example, the stomach 
is to be removed, the patient is taken charge of by the sur- 
geon, and the organs upon which digestion is to be imposed are 
first educated in the most careful manner possible to perform the 
duties of the stomach before it is taken away. 

Nothing 1s impressed more often on the physiological observer 
than the extraordinary power of adaptation of making the best 
of everything which the normal organism possesses. Doubtless, 
a dog or a man will use to the best advantage the digestive 
fluids that remain to him, .and the pancreatic juice will prove 
adequate to the task of complete digestion, provided that part 
of the intestine receiving the pancreatic fluid is preserved to 
the man or animal. This intelligent foresight was taken ad- 
vantage of by Dr. Carl Schlatter of Zurich, Switzerland, in his 
operation upon Anna Landis for the removal.of her stomach. 
In this case the small intestine was united to the lower end of 
the gullet about 15 inches away from the point at which this 
small intestine was severed from the stomach. These 15 inches 
of the small intestine receive the digestive fluid from the pan- 
creas, a fluid which is capable of performing the same function 
as the fluids of the stomach, thereby serving as a perfect sub- 
stitute for the gastric juice. This portion of the intestine will 
also serve as a reservoir in which the food may be held until 
thoroughly acted upon by this pancreatic fluid; furthermore, 
nature will in a Httle while bring about such results within the 
walls of this portion of the intestine as will enable it to becoms 
greatly distended and made to imitate in a wonderful way the 
stomach itself. 

The second illustration will serve to show what words may 
fail to make clear in relation to utilizing this upper portion of 
the small intestine and the pancreatic fluid for digestive pur- 
poses when the stomach has been removed.

IX days out of every week Robert L. Sif of 
S 520 Sarah etreet ie an ordinary hard-working, 
peaceable tailor. On Sundays he is an agi- 


tator, anarchist, atheist. During the week he sits 
cross-legged on top of a table, hour after hour, and 
for still other hours, sewing clothes. On Sundays 
there is a strange light in his eyes, and he preaches 
strange doctrines in strange places to strange 
people. During the week he is a loving husband 
and father, caring only for the good of those whose 
lives are entwined with his own. On Sundays he 
strives for the uplifting of the poor and preaches 
the annihilation of the rich. During the week he 
is like any human being who must make a livng 
with his hands. On Sundays he is a wandering 
spirit, restless, unsatisfied. 

During the week he is like a stretch of calm sea, 


On Sundays he is a human tornado. 
For fifteen years Robert Sif has been a searcher 
for truth. The pathway has led him from the re- 


ligion of the orthodox Jews to atheism. From being. 


a freethinker he drifted to anarchy. After an ap- 
prenticeship as an anarchist he went to Christian- 
ity. 

His search for knowledge has led him around in 
a circle, as they say a man lost in a blizzard wan- 
ders, and finally he meandered right back to where 
he started from. 

He has been a free thinker, an anarchist, a labor 
agitator, an editor, a Christian, a Populist, a Dem- 
ocrat and a Republican—but only on Sundays. 

But you would not think all these things of the 
many-sided Mr. Sif if you could see him. He looks 
only what he is on week days—the peace-loving, 
industrious tailor, 


fe isa native of Kolo, Russia. His father 
was a rabbi. Sif is now 37 years of age. 
He hag been in St. Louis since 1887, and has 
never lived in any other city in the Untted 
States. 

When he was 15 years old he went to Lon- 
don, and it was there he became a tailor. 
And it was also there that he turned his 
thoughts to social, political and economic 
questions, whem he was little more than a 
boy. 

“The time is out of joint,” said Mr. Sif 
with Hamlet, but he did not agree with the 
melancholy Dane in saying, “So am I.” 

He comes of a family of students, he says, 
and it was only natural for him to try to 
solve deep problems. 

Therefore his desire to reset the disjointed 
times was but a sequence of birth and edu- 
cation. 

Little by little his views broadened, and he 
finally cast aside some of the teachings of 
the Bible. He made friends and came to 
know well such men as William Morris, Ed- 
ward Koeling and George Bernard Shaw. 
From them he learned much, and before he 
had passed his 25th year he was recognized 
in London as a leader in labor circles. 

Then he met Louise Michel and Prince 
Krapotkin, and they made an anarchist out 
of him. He organized the Tailors’ Union in 
London and was among ‘the founders of the 
Amalgamated Soclety of Tailors. 

He also helped to establish the Interna- 
tional Club, the purpose of which was to 
foster and propagate the spirit of anarchy. 

An idea of Sif’s enthusiasm for the cause 
may be obtained from a circular he dictated 
calling a meeting of tailors for Sunday, 
March 6, 1887, at the ‘‘Brown Bear” in the 
Whitechapel district of London, 

The poster says, in part: 

“Although much has been said by the 
press on the subject of the sweating sys- 
tem, very little has been done to amelior- 
ate the condition of the sufferers / under 
this abominable system. The real cause has 
mot yet been recognized, viz.: 

‘“‘Workingmren are not considered in this 
nineteenth century of civilization (?) as hu- 
man beings at all, but are made to work 
like horses from early in the morning to 
late at night at a remuneration barely suf- 
ficient to buy food to keep body and soul 
together. 

“Who is to blame for this sad state of 
things. Only one yourselves. It will not 
continue if you, by organization, say it shall 
not be, 

“*Who would be free themselves must 
strike the blow.’ ”’ 

This circular proved to/be the undoing of 
Mr. Sif. The English authorities strongly 
intimated to him that he would be just as 
well off somewhere else, and so Mr. Sif, 
with his wife and baby, obligingly set sall 
for 
for the meeting 

They made their way to St. Louis without 
unnecessary delay, and Sif at once resumed 
his work as a tailor. 

But on Sundays he felt that there was 
something lacking. 

Such a restless spirit as his could not be 
content to brood in idleness.

He concluded that anarchy and atheism 
had done nothing for the betterment of 
mankind. 

The real remedy, 
lies in education, 

So Sif became an editor. 

He published in the Hebrew tongue & 
paper called Truth. His printing press was 
a hektograph. In this case Truth was not 
mighty and did not prevail. It suspended 
publication in a short time, and the editor 
then became a contributor to the Spieglein. 

Das Spieglein, or, as it was called in 
English, the Mirror, was published every 
two weeks in the Hebrew language. Sif 
wrote letters for it regularly. Then his 
health broke down. 

But there was probably no connection be- 
tween these facts. 

When that misfortune overtook him he be- 
cided that his efforts to benefit mankind 
were of no avail, and he took a-year off. 
He did not even work. 

But he did some tall thinking, and be- 
fore the year was gone he concluded that 
the signs of the times were alarming and 
that something had to be done. 

Besides, he hadn’t made a change for ever 
so long. 

So he looked around, prospecting for a 
creed, as it were, Finally he struck it. He 
would join a secret order. 

Now, it happened that five years before 
Sif had attempted to take a flyer into secret 
orders, and the identical lodge into which 
he was now about to seek membership 
again had cast large black balls against 
him. The objection to Sif was that he did 
not believe in a Supreme Being. So when 
he thought of joining the lodge aga'n Mr. 
Sif began to read works on theology. He 
went over the Old and New Testaments 
again and coached himself well in all 
branches of learning pertaining to the re- 
l'gion and teachings of the twelve apostles. 
He found enough to convince him that there 
was a Supreme Being; and so Mr, Sif be- 
came a member of a secret order. : 


Five months ago Mr. Sif met a Jewish 
friend who had embraced the Chrisian be- 
lief. This friend told Sif of the beauties 
of the faith, and induced him to attend the 
services at the Morgan Street Mission for 
Jews. The services set the Sf brain to 
work again and Sif began a special study 
of the New Testament. He found therein 
much that accorded with his own ideas, 
The golden rule especially was to his liking. 
When he picked up in a second-hand book 
store, bought and had read a volume en- 
titled ‘“‘Fourteen Why I Ams,” he was con- 
verted. 

Then Mr. Sif allowed himself to make the 
first mistake of his life. He permitted him- 
self to be baptized without knowing exactly 
what was happening. 


he became convinced, 


“I was ignorant,” says Sif in relating his 
story. “I attended services one night and 
the minister, with whom I had talked freely 
about my change of belief, got up and an- 
nounced that I had become a Christian.

It has been characteristic of Kansas to furnish 
homes for those who ‘have banded together for 
the purpose of aiding their material progress. No 
State In the Union has been the refuge of so many 
colonies. The manner in which the lands of the 
State have been disposd of has been favorable to 
this sort of settlement and the clars of people that 
has sought the plains to make new homes has 
been inclined to form close unions in order to have 
protection and aid, 

This was particularly true in the early days of 
settlement and, while the dangers of the frontier 
passed away, the desire for acquaintanceship and 
the friendship .of former days have been potent to 
make the settlers try to secure as close a settle- 
ment as possible. 

The latest detachment from the Czar’s domin- 
fons will join the largest colony .n the State—the 
Russians. They have been working for prosperity 
for 24 years and have found it. 

One day the people who stood on the depot plat- 
form at Topeka saw a queer lot of immigrants 
alight from a West-bound train. They had sheep- 
skin coats with the wool outside and strange caps 
that looked as if they might have been relics of 
the mound builders. It was in 1874 and 1875 that 
their wide breeches and bulbous petticoats made 
their first appearance, and for many years after the 
wide flaring green wagons that thry built on the 
plans of the:Russians were a common sight on the 
prairies of Harvey and McPherson Counties, where 
the southern colony settled. The counties of Marion, 
Butler, Reno and Barton also had settlers from 
the fifteen thousand who made up rnis gathering. 

They named their towns ‘‘Alexanderwohl,’’ “Hoff- 


nungsthal,” “Guaduneau” and other similar titles 
that had meaning in the Russian tongue, but were 
strange enough to the Kansans. They built their 
cabins close together and had a large field on the 
edge of the settlement for watermetons, which was 
their principal article of diet in those days. It 
is not recorded that the Russians ever had dugouts, 
but their sod houses were common. The huge brick 
ovens, as strange as their apparel, made the houses 
as much of a curiosity to the people as the col- 
onists themselves. 


They had come from the mother country because 
of the treatment accorded them py the state au- 
thorities and found that they could make money. 
Many of them became wealthy and all acquired a 
competence, In the midst of a rushing American 
population they spun raw silk and wore the Cos- 
sack caps that had been their custom on the banks 
of the Molotchna. 


Some of the American settlers around them grew 
excit®d over politics, but they did not. The Ameri- 
cans stood on the street corners on Saturday aft- 
ernoon and discussed the State administration, but 
the Russian Mennonite went on with his load of 
wheat to the granary. When the dry weather came 
they simply lived a little cheaper and plowed deep- 
er, They won and came out with money, where 
an American would ‘have been poor. They talked 
little, worked hard and saved the pennies. Their 
fettlements are models of prosperity and the orig- 
inal 15,000 have been increased to many times that 
number. 

The next most important colony was the one 
consisting of Catholic Russians, who went along 
the lines of the Union Pacific into Russell and 
Ellis Counties, the same section where the new 
colony proposes to locate. This section is a veritable 
niece of the Russian empire set duwn in the midst 
of the State. The colonists were from Saratov, a 
remote section of Russia, and their appearance 
was even more strange than the people of the 
other colony presented. The men had a custom of 
gathering on the streets and singing lonesome songs 
that were very affecting to many who heard them 
They founded the town of Hersgov and have grown 
to be the most important settlement in the western 
end of the State under one nationality. 

Out on the plains of Ellis County are their vil- 
lages, of which the principal ones are Catherine? 
stadte Pfeifer'and Monjour. They follow the cus- 
tom of building their villages for the residence of 


them they go every day and return at night. Close- 
ly gathered, they live and have their interests as 
far from those of the people around them as possi- 
ble. 

They are reverent and the priest, who wears his 
sandals and robes at all times, is their adviser and 
father. The church is the principal building in 
the town. In Monjour is one that cost $10,000 and 
is one of the finest in the State, though it stands 
in a little village on the plains. Besides the cost 
in money, much of the work was contributed 

These people are wheat raisers and this year had 
an immense crop. They sold it for cash and hid 
the money—mostly in silver ‘half dollars. There are 
long processicas over the plains, in the towns, and 
scores of churcn holidays in the year, when all 
take a rest. A monastery is one of the sights of 
Hersgov. 

The Swedes have been prominent im the coloniza- 
tion of the State. As early as 1869 a colony of 75 
Swedes from Chicago came to Southern Saline 
County and a year later they were followed by 
200 from the Western Reserve of Ohio, where they 
had not found the success that they anticipated. 
D. E. Fuller and L. J. Thorpe were their leaders 
and they formed the basis of the large Swede set- 
tlement that overflows into three counties now. In 
1868 the Chicago company sent agents and pur- 
chased large tracts of land nosr Lindsborg, Mc- 
Pherson County, and hundreds of Swedes came to 
settle thereon. N. P. Swensson was the first set- 
tler. Now the town has a college that enjoys a 
wide prestige. It has a $5000 organ in the chapel and 
a student attendance from all over the West. 

The Scandinavian Agricultural Society sent many 
settlers to Republic County in 1868 and there has 
been considerable growth in this settlement. 

French immigrants settled in the southern part 
of Cleud County and they found that there was 
an uncongenial climate for the tales of the habitat. 
Many of ‘them went to Manitoba several years age 
and the remainder followed recently. They did not 
harmonize with the surroundings and were too 
restless to make good farmers. 

Bohemians, Swedes and Germans were the early 
settlers of Ellsworth County, scattering their forces 
and the respective settlements having many dis- 
putes before they were satisfied to take the things 
the gods provided. 

The most considerable English colony was that 
of George Grant, a younger son wf a noble Scotch 
family, who tried to found an estate in Ellis County. 
The town of Victoria was founded by him and the 
lands were apportioned among his followers. He 
built a typical English church and inaugurated 
English customs and ceremonials. His servants 


dressed as in the palaces of Great Britain and 
George himself was the pink of lordly propriety. 
He had a theory that whisky shoutd be taken with- 
out water and the habit wiped out scores of good 
men in Western Kansas before they grew accus- 
tomed to it. His colony failed and George himself 
died and was buried beneath the doorstep of the 
handsome stone chapel that he built. Some of his 
magnificent books and furniture may yet be found 
in the houses of Western Kansas people. 

Bohemian settlements are found in Harper, Ma- 
rion, Republic and Washington Counties. German 
settlements are thick, but they have been so gen- 
erally inhabited by those coming from the Eastern 
States rather than from the old “fatherland” that 
they need not be enumerated. Irish, Welsh and 
Scotch are numerous through the central part of 
the State, but they did not generally come in col- 
onies. A few families settled first and others from 
their neighborhoods bought land near them. The 
north central portion seems to have been the favor- 
ite for colonies of this sort. 


Religious tiles attracted many of the colonies to 
the State. Perhaps the most important of these 
is the River Brethren colony of Wickinson County. 
In 1878 this Quakerlike people decided to send a 
great colony from Pennsylvania and an advance 
party of three bishops came to Kansas to spy out 
the land. The following year the first company 
came, 500 of them with all their farming utensils 
and stock. It was reported that when they left 
Harrisburg they had over $500,000 in cash in their 
pockets. They did not stop at a hotel, but went 
out to the church that had been bullt and that 
was their abiding place until they could find homes 
in reality. They have increased until there are 
about 3000 in Dickinson County alone. 

Their Bethel meeting house is built like the old 
one jn Pennsylvania and they take rrips once a year 
to their former location. Often a hundred go at a 
time and spend weeks visiting. The men wear wide- 
brimmed hats, clerical coats; the women have no 
trimming on their dresses or hats; drab and black 
are the only colors allowed. They ride in queer 
square-topped wagons. But they make money. 

All are well-to-do and never has one been in 
need of county aid. If a brother is in financial dif- 
ficulties the others contribute to pay his debts. 
They paid $5000 recently for a farmer who speculat- 
ed too much and lost his all. They do not vote, or 
insure their lives. They are great believers in 
cattle and have the largest dairies and creameries 
in the State. They raise good crops and are model 
farmers 

The Mormons made an incursion into the State 
in 1878, settling in Stafford County with about forty 
families. Willlam Bukerto was their prophet and 
they had many accessions. They put up a frame

temple or tabernacle and then became involved in 
a quarrel and the temple was 3old to a hardware 
firm The settlers scattered, some going to Utah. 

There was also a Mormon colony that settled in 
Jefferson County as early as 1851. The members 
intended to form a permanent settlement, but could 
not secure lands from the Indians and went their 
way to Salt Lake. 

Somewhat in the nature of a religious colony was 
that organized by Rev. Mr. Pierce in Chicago and 
which took up its abode in Morris County. It was 
religious in the sense of being composed mostly of 
church men. 

Although the early sentiment of the State was 
in favor of the North, there was a large immigra- 
tion from the lands south of the Mason and Dixon 
line. The Southern Emigrant Aid Society sent many 
colonists to the State, one party being among the 
first comers to Bourbon County. They had for 
one object in the coming the maxing of the new 
commonwealth a slave State. The Texas Rangers 
were an aid to them in this and several pitched 
battles with the Free State men took place in the 
southeastern portion of Kansas. South Carolina 
furnished the larger part of the colonists for this 
society. 

The Palmetto colony laid out the present city 
of Marysville, it being intended to make it a set- 
tlement that should reflect credit on the Southern 
cause. The town was named Palmetto and thus 
appears on the early maps of the State. The 
Marysville colony was from Missouri and put/ts 
plat alongside the town of Palmetto, eventtally 
winning the fight that lasted for years and was 
the cause of much bitter feeling. 

The Tennessee colony in the southern part of 
Dickinson County was composed of good families 
and they have proved among the best residents 
of the county, nearly all being well-to-do. 

The agitation that was thrust on the State 
through the slavery discussion brought out a great 
deal of feeling in the New England States and 
there were many colonists sent out through the 
Emigrant Aid Association, The first party was 
that piloted from St. Louis by ex-Gov, Charles 
Robinson and Charles Branscomb, who had been 
sent ahead to spy out the land. The party arrived 
at Lawrence in 1854 and formed the nucleus of that 
city. The men of that colony have been prominent 
in the affairs of State and have had much to do with 
the guidance of the commonwealth. 


LAND. 


The Hampden colony came from Hampton, Mass, 
in 1855, and was led by 8. C. Pomeroy. It settled 
in Coffey County. 

Beecher’s Rifle colony from New Haven, Conn., 
sometimes called the “New Haven colony,” and 
sometimes the “Connecticut Kansas colony,” wag 
furnished by the great preacher after whom it wag 
named with a Sharp's rifle and a hymn book and 
Bible for every member. It did some hard fighte 
ing and strong praying in the new lands. It sete 
tled in Waubaunsee County and the first church 
is still an object of veneration by the people of 
that section, an annual celemation being held to 
commemorate the arrival of the colony's founders, 

A settlement of 15,000 acres was set aiide by J. 
H. Whetstone in Franklin County and was one of 
the places where niany from the New England 
States found homes. 

The colonies that have cofwe from the other States 
of the East ara numerous. Pennsylvania has sent 
many a cOmpany to make homes in the new lands, 
A Pennsylvania colony settled at Dorrance in Rus- 
sell County in 1872. Samuel Killain led 20 families 
from the Keystone State to Elisworth in 1878 and 
they made their homes at the town of Wilson. A 
colony went to Bilis County and was followed by 
one from New York. In 1855 a vegetarian colony 
went out from Philadelphia and settled in Allen 
County. Dr. Lauren, the leader, selected the loca- 
tion and about one hundred prople joined him. 
Sickness decimated their numbers and the colony 
went to pieces in a few years. A colony of Penn- 
sylvania went to Osborne County and consisted 


of 3% families. 
Ohio colonies were also common. The most noted 


was the one that went to Russell County b ghia, the 
There was also one in Dickinson County. Wiscon<- 

sin was represented by the Northwestern colony of 
seventy-one families led by Benjamin — which 
settled in Russell County in 1871. 

The days of colonization from other parts of this 
country are past, but for foreign colonies there are 
still opportunities, The open plains where the Amere 
ican farmers have failed will often give a prospere 
ous life to the harder working settlers from Purope, 
That there will be many more come from that parg 
of the world is to be expected. In almogt every ine 
stance that kind of colonists have succeeded. The 
farmers have plowed deep and lived economically 
and with that kind of management any portion of 
the State has its chances,

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TABOR, POSTMASTER OF ——— AND HIS MARVELOUS LIFE STORY. 


MAN named Tabor was postmaster

week he has been appointed postmaster of 
Denver. 
Quite a rise in the world, isn’t it? This 


Bppointment might be the goal of a laua- 
able ambition; the last step in a ladder of 
life, slowly scaled by patient endeavor. 
But it isn’t; for the man {n question is 
Horace A. W. Tabor, and between his 
first postmastership and his last stretohes 
@ career of monstrous gaing and losses, of 
fabulous wealth -and bitter poverty, of po- 
Htical honors and disappointments. 

There was a time when Tabor was worth 
$9,000,000. Some 
00. The structures reared by his wealth 
@re Monuments beside the streets of Den- 
ver; and in the shadow of their lofty walls 
he Has shuffied along in broken, dust- 
Stained boots, and with a frayed and shiny 
coat upon his back. Within a few months 
he has been absolutely penniless. Then, 
one day, a friend gave him $15,000. and he 
started to repair his fortunes by hunting 
gold. He went to Cripple Creek, that new 
Bidroado, over the site of which this same

said it was nearer $20,000,-— 


When the news of is appointment to be 
Denver's postmaster came to him he was 
digg:ng in a ditch, rough clad and weary, 
the weight of 68 years upon his back. 


In the old days Tabor kept a little store 
in a camp called Buckskin Joe. His wife 
earned money by washing ‘clothes. There 
was another day when Tabor was a Sen- 
ator of the United States; when the woman 
who had washed clothes at Buckskin Joe 
was divorced; when another woman, young 
and beautiful, was about to take her place, 
and Tabor made all Washington laugh by 
buying and exhibiting a nightshirt worth 
$800, made In Paris and intended as a part 
of this queer fellow’s own ‘“‘trousseau!"’ 
Tabor was born in Vermont, Nov. 26, 1530, 
and at an early age left for the West, lo- 
cating in Kansas. Without much capital 
other than an abundance of energy and 
plenty of zeal he settled on a farm, and, to 
borrow the language of a. biographer, 
“fought grasshopers and starvation” for a 
time. He was elected a member of the Leg- 
islature when Kansas became a State. 

About this time returning trappers from 
the Rocky Mountain regions were telling of 
the rich gold discoveries along Cherry 
Creek, in Colorado, near the site of the 
present city of Denver, and Mr. Tabor, 
with a team of oxen hitched to a prairie 
is spe turned hig face in that oereen: 


It was a hazardous undertaking, but his 
courage was equal to the exigencies, and in 
the fall of 1859 he reached Denver, where he 
remained until the following spring. Then 
he set out for California Gulch, the most 
attractive region for gold mining in the 
mountains, and, with his wife, oxen ana 
schooner, arrived there, after six weeks of 
laborious travel, in April, 1860" His expert- 
ences were the same as other miners. 


He dug gravel, threw it-into the sluice 
day after day and in the evening cleaned 
up and counted his gains. At the end of the 
season he had $5000 to the good, which was 
to him a fair fortune. He bought a stock 
of groceries and opened a store to supply 
the wants of others, When summer came 
again he resumed his operatione in the 
mines, and at the close of that season had 
$15,000 as the harvest of two years of toll. 

From California Gulch he went to Buck- 
ekin Joe, some distance away, now a wil- 
derness, but then a booming camp, and to 
that Eldorado he directed his steps and be- 
came the leading merchant and was made 
Postmaster. There he remained several 
years and prospered. He returned to Cali- 
fornia Gulch, the scene of his successes not 
a3 a miner, but as a merchant, though al- 
Ways with an eye on the nihin chance in the 
mining world. Soon after a postoffice was 
estab there and Mr. Tabor, who had 


served the Government faithfully at Buck- 
skin Joe, was made the Postmaster. For 
nearly twenty years he led the prosaic fe 
which his employment entailed and pros- 
pered in a way. 

In the town of Fair Play, Park County, 
there resided two shoemakers, named re- 
spectively August Rische and George T. 
Hock, who formed a partgership with a 
view to searching for carbonates. They were 
poor and applied to Mr. Tabor for the 
means of prosecuting their purposes, offer- 
ing him an equal share with themselves in 
such discoveries as they might make. This 
partnership with Tabor was the turning 
point In his career. About May 1, ata depth 
of 26 feet, the vein was struck and the Lit- 
tle Pittsburg mine opened. During the first 
half of July folowing the mine yielded at 
the rate of $8000 a week. Within a short 
time the mine was producing from 75 to 100 
tons of ore a week. THis, of course, caused 
a prodigious activity throughout the neigh- 
borhood, and Mr. Tabor and the two shoe- 
makers began to absorb contiguous claims, 
The production of the property from the 
time of discovery in the spring of 1878 to 
April 1, 1880, amounted to $2,697,53%4.91 for re- 
ceipts of ore sold and %4,246,259.81 actual 
yield. Mr. Tabor sold his interest to Chaf- 
fee & Moffatt for $1,000,009. 


During the interim between the discovery 
* 


of the Litile Pittsburg and the disposal of 
his interest in the Consolidated Company 
Mr. Tabor was concerned in many other 
valuable properties. 


Having lived for a brief time In Kansas, it 
could not be otherwise than that Mr. Tabor 
would at some time become possessed of 
political ambition, and as a matter of fact, 
he early developed the yearning for office. 
As has ‘been seen, he was appointed Post- 
master at Buckskin Joe almost the moment 
he became a resident of that camp, and 
upon his return to California Guich he was 
commissioned as Postmaster of that camp 
and was in possession of the office when 
the name of the camp was changed to Lead- 
ville. Subsequently he was elected Mayor of 
that city, and was ‘its first chief magisirate. 
Upon the expiration of his term as Mayor 
he was nominaied and elected Lieutenant- 
Governor of the State, and when Henry M, 
Teller was appointed Secretary of fe In- 
terior in the Cabinet of President Arthur 
Mr. Tabor was chosen to fill his unexpired 
term as Senator in Congress. The term was 
only thirty days, but the experience was 
such as to make him anxious for election 
for the full term. The opposition candidate 
was Judge Brown, who was elected by «@ 
majority of one vote, the casting ballot 
Deing his own, as he was at that time a 
member of the Legislature 


But the zenith of Mr. Tabor's political 
ambition was never fulfilled. The one ab- 
sorbing desire of his life was to be chosen 
by the peopie Governor of the State, and 
this was not realized, ad probably never 
will be, for even if he does succeed in re- 
trieving his fortune he will be too old to 
re-engage in the strife for political su- 
premacy. But the future of his aspirations 
in that direction was not attributable to 
his lack of capability, for Mr. Tabor is not 
the illiterate man that many people have 
been led to believe. On the contrary, he Is 
possessed of a fair education, such as the 
common schools of the period and section 
in which his boyhood days were spent, sup- 
plemented by the acquirements which «a 
long and active Intercourse with men of 
affairs would afford. 


The recent loss of the remnants of his 
property is Denver is well known. At the 
zenith of prosperity his property, as sched- 
uled in court, was of the value of $9,000,000, 


In January of 1897 the last piece of this 
property was sold under the hammer to 
satisfy a mortgage. Although the ex-Sena- 
tor made a hard fight In the courts to re- 
tain this remnant of his fortune, when the 
end came he accepted the result philosoph- 
ically, and, shouldering a pick, began pros- 
pecting at Cripple Creek and elsewhere. 
Accord ng to recent reports his effort- ‘ave 


been reasonably successful, and the promise 
of a return to opulence is bright. Having 
discovered what seems to be a valuable 
property in Boulder County, Colorado, he 
applied to Winfleld Scott Stratton, presen 
mining king and multi-milliona’re, for the 
funds necessary to develop it, net as a loag 
or @ gratuity, but as an investment. Mr 
Stratton responded to this appeal to hig 
good offices, not by buying the property, oF 
even a share in it, but by tendering the 
use of the necessary sum upon condition 
that if Mr. Tabor's expettations are reale 
ized he may at h's option repay the amount 
or not, as he likes. The use of the money 
is tendered in token of appreciation of Mr. 
Tabor's services in developing the resources 
of the State and creating the opportunities 
which bave made many others, includ ag 
Mr. Stratton, rich. 


There is great joy in Denver over the 
appointment. Among the men who were 
prominent in affairs of the State years ago, 
the old-time residents of Denver and Coilo- 
rado, was especially erati 
thusiasm over the appoin 
form of a desire to ratify.

The stomach is a wonder- 
ful organ, but it can’t work unless 
it has room to exert itself. The 
main thing is to eat what you want, 
but not too much of it.”

TRADING (SLIGHT, 


THAT PROVES TO BE THE WEAE- 
EST FEATURE OF WHEAT 
MARKET AT PRESENT. 


FOREIGN SUPPLY GOOD. 


Conditions in Russia and France Indi- 
cate Plenty of Competition for 
the American Cereal. 


One of the weakest features of the wheat 
market is the light trading. Without plenty 
of buyers it is impossible to maintain a 
“buil market” and so far the buyers have 
failed to materialize. 

The principal feature of the week was the 
comparative activity in July Wheat in Cal- 
cago. May prices did not a. an advance 
in proportion. 


The local traders, as Well as those of the 
other markets, have Kept their eyes on Chi- 
cago and have been governed by the fluc- 
tuations at that point. 

3 exports, while lighter than during the 
atter part of the year, do not show the 
falling off expected, but this may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that the freight 
rates are but little more than the carry:ng 
charges until May and with the present 
favorable outlook for the growing crop, 
both in this country and in Europe, it 
Stands to reason that all exporting coun- 
tries will sell every bushel of wheat whicn 
they can spare before the new crop be- 
comes available. 

soth millers and exporters appear to be 
consuming the poorer grades and allowing 
the contract grades to accumulate. 

In the cash~-market conditions are less 
bullish than they were a week ago. There 
is scarcely any milling demand and less 
shipping inquiry, and both foreign and do- 
mestic consumers appear to be holding off, 
in anticipation of lower prices. 

Local stocks are not decreasing and both 
local receipts and receipts at primary 


points are considerably larger than they 
were a year ago. 

The world’s shipments of wheat show 
no indications of faliing off, and Russia 
continues to contribute her share. Her 
stocks appear to be little lighter than a 
year ago, in spite of the heavy weekly 


shipments which she has made to Europe 
during last season. The visible’ supply 
showed a decrease, but this was expected, 
as Statistics show that the maximum point 
is almost invariably reached the second 
week in January of each year and from 
that on there is a gradual decline. The 
decrease Was not as large as it was a year 
ago, and if the primary receipts continue 
a their present rate, the decrease will be 
slow. 

Advices from Paris indicate the French 
import requirements to July 1 will be about 
14,000,000 bu. The wheat prospects in France 
are fine, and La Platta wheat is being of- 
fered there at from 1 to 2 francs less than 
Atlantic Coast shipments. The crop out- 
look in the United Kingdom and Germany 
is equally as good as that,of France. 

The world’s visible supply on Jan. 1, ac- 
cording to Beerbohm, is about 28,000,000 bu 
less than a year ago, and yet this same au- 
thority at the beginning of the season 
claimed that there was a shortage in the 
world’s crop of nearly 300,000,000 bu. Accord- 
ing to his figures the world’s visible at the 
beginning of the year was 15,532,000 quar- 
ters, or 124,256,000 bu, and the average En- 
glish price, 34s 6d. as compared with 15,750,- 
OW quarters, or 126,000,000 bu, when the price 
was nearly 2s per quarter lower. 

Present prices are unusual, as they are 
higher than they have been at this season 
for many years. 


A dec'ded change in sentiment has taken 
Place as one after another the bull'sh 
figures given out earlier in the season have 
proven fallacious and some of the erstwhile 
rampant bulls are forced to admit that the 
world’s crop was not as short as was es- 
timated and European requirements were 
not nearly as large as predicted. California 
reports there is absolutely no shipping de- 
mand for wheat, and local exporters state 
prices are out of line. The supplies of 
wheat so far this season have been more 
than enough to meet the wants of con- 
sumers and we have been able to increase 
the visible supply in spite of the phenominal 


export clearances, Stocks in farmers’ 
hands are still comparatively heavy, and 


as long as the present level of high prices 
is maintained it is reasonable to expect that 
they will continue to market a liberal 
amount. 

Shipments of wheat from Argentine for 
the last week were 328,000 bushels, or more 
than ten times as great as they were a 
year ago.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—The general stock 
market, without being notably active this 
morning, was rather unsettled. 
ity at the opening was succeeded by a 
firmer tone, which later gave way to re- 
newed weakness. Those changes of tone 
reflected more than anything else purely 
srofessional trading, and commision-house 
Gestnens was reported at a low ebb. The 
unsettled, or rather the open condition, in 
which the Cuban and silver questions are 
regarded as resting, together with the un- 
certainty attending the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Nebraska maximum 
freight rate case, is commonly referred to 
in explanation of the evident public apathy 
toward speculation. 

Little influence was exerted in this mar- 
ket by either the London quotations or by

ERICH A. PRISMAN, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan, 22.—The story of this 
tragedy shows how, in the work of saving 
others as a lieutenant of the Volunteers of 
America, Erich A. Prisman wes unable to 
save himself; how, although an ex-convict, 
he loved and hoped to win Miss Jennie 
Hughes, private secretary to Mrs. Balling- 
ton Booth, and, lastly, how, balked in his 
infatuation—if the police are right—he at- 
tempted to strike Miss Hughes a deadly 
blow and, by mistake, almost killed her 
sister, 

Erich A. Prisman, a disgraced lieuten- 
ant in the Volunteers of America, is in the 
Tombs charged with a felonious assault 
upon Miss Anna Hughes, private secretary 
to Commander Ballington Booth. 

Miss Hughes lies in her home at 40 Ridge 
street, New Jersey., unable to move, and 
the physicians are as yet unable to tell how 
serious may be the results of the blow 
she received at the base of the brain on the 
night of Jan. 13. while she was on the way 
home from the Orange Depot. 

If Miss Hughes’ eldest sister, Miss Jen- 
nie liughes, had done as she expected and 
vilted thelr Orange home that Thursday 
night, she would have been felled to the 
earth by the blow instead of her sieter. 
The police believe that the attack upon 
Miss Anna was meant for Miss Jennie. 

tack of it all is the story of a criminal, 
whose manners and personal charm and 
cleverness attracted the attention of the 
leaders in the Volunteer Army; who made 
overtures to them to secure an easy life 
after his release from prison and who took 
advantage of his enrollment in the Army to 
make trouble for those who had befriended 
him, and at last, if the evidence obtained 
by the police is correct, tried to kill one 
of the best of his new-found friends to 
avenge fancied wrongs. 


When Mre. Ballington Booth began her 
work among the convicts at Sing Sing two 
years ago she found among those who at- 
tended her meetings a prisoner named 
Erich A. Prisman, alias George Bell, wno 
had been sentenced by Judge Moore of 
Brooklyn, to 10 years for burglary. There 
had been four indictments, but only one of 
these was pressed. " 
Prisman went to Sing Sing March 31, 
1891, and his sentence terminated Sept. 30 
last, after having his good behavior time 
of three years and six months deducted. 
The man was a model prisoner and quickly 
attracted Mrs. Booth’s§ attention. He 
seemed to be repentant and became a con- 
vert to Christianity. 

On many of her visits to the State prison 
Mrs. Booth was accompanied by her pri- 
vate secretary, Miss Jennie Hughes, the 
daughter of the Rev. George Hughes, edi- 
tor of the Guide to Holiness. Miss Hughes 
had been a member of the Salvation Army 
before the splitting away of the faction 
that followed Ballington Booth when he 
resented his father’s interference in the af- 
fairs of the American branoh of the Salva- 
tion Army. 

Miss Jennie and her sister, Anna, who is 
Ballington Booth's secretary, followed 
their leaders and worked energetically for 
the success of the new movement. 

The prisoners had all learned to love and 
respect Mrs. Ballington Booth. But the 
young girl's pleadings had especial comfort 
for them. Her enthusiasm, her beauty, her 
earnestness moved them as the older wom- 
an could not, 

Prisman felt the spell of Miss Hughes’ 
prsence in the lonely prison. He was soon 
to leave Sing Sing for freedom. But he 
felt that he would be stronger for the bat- 
tle with that world again, ioaded down as 
he was with a criminal record, if he en- 
listed under the same banner as that up- 
held by the sweet-faced, gentile girl who 
had brought a little sunshine into the cheer- 
less prison walls. 

At least that is what he: told Mrs. Booth 
and her secretary, disguising the feeling 
that he knew was beginning to overpower 
him for the secretary herself.

The young girl, intent on her duties, 
especially arduous after Mrs. Booth was 
removed to the Presbyterian Hospital in 
danger of her life, did not for a long time 
notice that Prisman’s attentions were per-

When she did she at first tried to avoid 
him, Then, when he became more open 
in his attempts to win her affections, she 
tried to show the young man that she could 
not look upon him in apy other way than 
as a brother in the great army under 
whose banner they both were enlisted, 

Prisman, with the fatuity of a man in 
love, pressed his suit until it became nec- 
essary for Miss Hughes to tell him coldly 
and bluntly that_he must desist. 

Whether it was this refusal of his love 
or whether his old waywardness asserted 
itself again the people most interested do 
not know, but they soon began to suspect 
Prisman of petty thefts. 

Commander Booth, who had taken as 
great an interest in the converted ex-con- 
Viet as his wife and her secretary, had in- 
sisted late in the fall that Prisman live with 
his family at Montclair, N. J. 

Montclair and Orange are both on the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Rail- 
road, but on branches that split off at New- 
ark On the way to Orange and Montclair, 
Miss Hughes and Prisman had also been 
thrown much together.

SHE SOUNDS GREAT BRITAIN. 


ENGLISH DEFER ANSWER UNTIL 
REPLIES COME FROM BERLIN 
AND ST. PETERSBURG. 


CHINA WILL BE PROTECTED. 


The Relations Between England and 
Russia Are Tensely Strained, 
While the Center of the Cri- 
sis Shifts to Tokio.

LONDON, Jan. 22.—Another Cabinet coun- 
cll, whose deliberations were of the gravest 
importance, was held to-day in London un- 
der the presidency of Salisbury. The Post- 
Dispatch correspondent hears on high au- 
thority that the British Ministers had be- 
fore them the note presented to Salisbury 
by the Japanese Ambassador, stating in 
definite and decisive terms the line of ac- 
tion resolved upon by the Tokio Govern- 
ment in view of Russo-German proceedings 
in China, 

The Japanese Ambassador was also in- 
structed to ascertain how far and under 
what circumstances Japan could rely upon 
the support of British arms in defeating 
the Russo-German plans for disintegrating 
China and closing the ports to trade. 
Japan clearly intimates her determina- 
tion to proceed on her own responsibility, 
should Great Britain decline joint action. 
The Post-Dispatch correspondent has rea- 
son to believe the British Cabinet replied in 
substance that while unalterably resolved 
at all costs to resist the closing to trade 
of any of the ports ceded to or secured by 
any European power, they deferred answer- 
ing Japan’s inquiry on the subject of a 
general far Eastern policy pending the re- 
sult of representations now being made by 
British Ambassadors in Berlin and St. Pe- 
tersburg. 

Gossip in ministerial clubs this evening 
after the Cabinet meeting shows the situ- 
ation between England and Russia at the 
present moment to be one of extreme ten- 
sion. Salisbury is generally supported by 
the British politicians of all parties in of- 
fering unflinching resistance to Germany 
and Russia in restricting China's trade re- 
lations. 

Apprehensions undoubtedly exists among 
anti-Jingoes that Salisbury may be dragged 
into hostilities as a result of the impetu- 
ous policy of Japan, 

The center of this grave crisis, fraught 
with such momentous possibilities to the 
civilized world, is now shifted to Tokio.
